Part I 
1. CAN RECENT TRANSITS HELP TO DETERMINE THE TRUE 
U. §. ASCENDANT? 


, eae is perhaps no more irritating 
uncertainty for the American student of 
astrology than that relative to the birth- 
chart of the nation to which he or she 
belongs. Many articles on the subject of 
what is the true chart of the United 
States of America have been printed, in 
this and other magazines or books. Yet 
the uncertainty remains, and with it some 
doubt as to how our own charts and those 
of our leaders are related to that basic 
structure of our national, collective life. 
This life is our roots. Astrologically 
speaking, not to know validly and beyond 
serious doubt what the birth-chart of the 
U. S. is means indeed not to be aware of 
the pattern within which all American in- 
dividuals and activities operate. 

For this reason and in view of, both 
the crucial nature of the present national 
and international situation, and the char- 
acter of recent basic transits by the major 
planets, I feel justified in trying again to 
throw more light upon the question of 
what exactly is the most valid birthchart 
of our nation. I shall state more fully 
than ever before my reasons for believ- 
ing in the basic correctness of a chart 
for July 4, 1776, in the late afternoon, 
with approximately 1314° of Sagittarius 
rising and 2%4° of Libra at the zenith. 

I am aware of the fact that not a few 
astrologers claim that other dates are 
more significant as marking the real be- 
ginning of our nation, and I| cannot dis- 
cuss in detail all of these claims. This 
much, however, I might say: If, as most 
astrologers believe today, the first breath 
or cry of a newborn child provides the 
time for the erection of his birthchart 
as a new individual entity having emerged 
from the ancestral past of his race and 
asserted his (at least relative) independ- 
ence from the mother-organism, then the 
day of the Declaration of Independence 
seems the only valid correspondence to 
such a time in the-life of the collective 
national entity which is the American 
people. 

There were preliminary phases before 
this self-conscious, determined and legal- 
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istically official assertion of independent 
existence; there was blood spilled and 
gestures showing the intention or de- 
cision eventually to become independent. 
But before the child takes his. first 
breath, there is also blood spilled and 
gestures showing the will to indepen- 
dence As to the times of some decisive 
victory of Washington’s armies, or of 
some important phase in the process of 
national consolidation, these, in my 
opinion correspond to crises in the 
struggle to meet, the first shocks of con- 
scious existence, to establish organic 
stability. 

Particularly, the adoption, or official 
proclamation of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, and the Inauguration of Washing- 
ton, refer to the form which the Ameri- 
can Government finally took; but the 
basic rhythm and quality of the Ameri- 
can People were already set, once the 
Declaration of Independence had estab- 
lished the historical, political, moral and 
social reasons for the separation from 
the mother-country. Even in spite of all 
the subsequent conflicts between the sev- 
eral Colonies or States, nevertheless the 
psychological realization of a communi- 
ty of being was a fact. What remained 
to settle was the degree and the political 
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form which this realization would take. 
The war period, the Constitutional As- 
sembly period were phases in the process 
of establishing a political structure, a 
common will and national ego. 

Likewise, the child has to struggle to 
be himself, at the most elementary level 
of bio-psychic existence before he can 
consciously say “I.” No child begins 
by saying “I.” To know himself as “I 
is a great inner event which may take 
years. Only as it occurs does the child 
find, potentially at least, his own ‘“‘Con- 
stitution” and “Executive.” He certain- 
ly is not born actually with them. 


Which is the correct Ascendant? 


Even if this be agreed upon, there re- 
mains the serious problem of deciding 
what is the correct time to select as that 
of the act or proclamation of our national 
independent existence as a people. Three 
times have been basically used, giving 
respectively a Gemini, a Libra and a 
Sagittarius Ascendant. Records available 
are not completely convincing bases for 
choice. There is some evidence in favor 
of each time of the day; besides there is 
the problem of whether July 2nd, when 
the motion to declare independence was 
voted upon, might not be a better day 
than July 4th, In such a state of affairs 
the ultimate decision, as long as no new 
historical factor is revealed, seems to 
rest with the inner astrological evidence 
contained in the several charts presented 
for consideration. 

As planets, except the Moon, do not 
change very much during a twenty-four 
hour period, the main astrological prob- 
lems refer to the angles of the chart, to 
the house positions of the natal planets, 
to the timing of important transits and 
progressions with reference to angles 
and houses. A “valid” chart is one in 
which these factors, taken all together, 
bring to a clear focus, and in agreement 
with the basic pattern of American his- 
tory, a picture of the essential character, 
the progressive unfoldment and the main 
responses to world-challenges, of the 
American people as a national entity. 

The Ascendant of a birth-chart repre- 
sents, as I have often stated, the point 
of individualization for the new-born 
organism. It reveals the (relative) unique- 
ness of being and destiny of the person; 
that which identifies it most basically as 
an individual, different from other in- 
dividuals — and, physically, that which 


gives him a “different” look, emanation, 
expression. The Ascendant deals less 
with the features in themselves, as with 
the way the individual uses them to make 
them a “signature” of his most unique 
selfhood, 

I believe that Sagittarius, in this re- 
spect, is far more characteristic of the 
American people than Gemini or Libra, 
because I see this people as historically 
dominated by the Puritan tradition, or a 
reaction against it; as emphasizing the 
moral self-righteousness, the “bigger and 
better” approach, the desire for expan- 
sion, the legalistic and managerial atti- 
tude which seem to me typical of the 
“Sagittarius” psychology and mentality. 
Other Sagittarian characteristics are 
quite obvious, including the very appear- 
ance of the nationally symbolic figure of 
Uncle Sam, the strong development of 
thighs in so many American men and 
women, the concern with obesity and re- 
ducing systems, the love of long jour- 
neys, and the behavior in distant lands. 

All great American figures remain 
known by their moral and ideological 
statements, by the manner in which they 
solved big human problems, matters of 
large scale integration. Sagittarius deals 
indeed with large-scale ideological or 
managerial integration, as against the 
Gemini concern with personal integra- 
tion referred to individual experiences. 
America has always sought to solve 
humanitarian or world-political issues 
rather than bother with similar matters 
close at hand; and it has always been 
very self-conscious of being “right,” in- 
deed unable in most cases to see how 
any one could see anything wrong with 
her great ideals and great words—which 
actual facts in the narrower sphere of 
home or state often belied. 

Obviously this is true of many types 
of people, but basically it is far more a 
Sagittarius than a Gemini over-all pic- 
ture, especially as a strong Cancer em- 
phasis in the U. S. chart (Sun, Venus, 
Jupiter, Mercury) tends to focus the 
attention upon more personal and _ nar- 
rowly-bounded matters. Gemini intel- 
lectuality is, in my opinion, not charac- 
teristic of the American type or destiny. 
It is rather a matter of convenience—as 
going to college is a*matter of social or 
business convenience in most cases. And 
in the chart I find most valid, one with 
Sagittarius 13%° rising, the conjunction 
of the Part of Fortune (symbol of “ease 
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of social functioning”) with Mercury 
seems a better indication of what the 
Mercury way of life has meant to the 
average American person from 1776 on- 
ward, 

I selected this precise Ascendant first 
of all by considering the presence of 
Saturn in the tenth house of the Sagit- 
tarius rising chart, as it had been derived 
from Dr. Sibley’s story of the birth of 
our nation.* It occurred to me that the 
arc of Saturn to the Mid-Heaven was a 
most logical indication of the time elaps- 
ing between the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and the formation of the United 
States Government under a Federal Con- 
stitution and with a powerful Execu- 
tive, the first President, Washington, 
under the Constitution being regarded 
as the “Father of the country.” Exactly 
what this Saturn-Mid-Heaven are is de- 
pends on what date is accepted as the 
most significant one, from the time of 
the de facto ratification of the Constitu- 
tion on June 21, 1788 to that of Wash- 
ington’s Inauguration on April 30, 1789; 
also what type of “direction” is used. 

Personally, I find that the symbolical 
equivalence of one degree of arc and one 
year is eminently valid (on the basis of 
the concept of what I have called the 
“time-analysis” of the space-factors in 
the birth-chart) and without too much 
regard for an elusive kind of precision 
I place the U. S. Mid-Heaven at ap- 
proximately Libra 2°30’ or before. 
Events have given some justification to 
this position as the progressed Mars of 
the chart reached it close to the time 
when President Roosevelt died, the 
United Nations were formed, and the 
atom bomb gave its Martian seal to an 
entirely new attitude of the American 
people toward America’s position and 
active responsibility in the community 
of nations. Obviously the year 1945 will 
be known as a crucial turning point in 
the history of the United States. 

A Libra Mid-Heaven seems logical for 
a people who established the first truly 
workable pattern of federal government ; 
as Libra stands ideally for cooperation 
and federation, in contrast to the per- 
sonalism and individualism of Aries, its 
polar opposite. Saturn in the tenth house 
fits a nation which bases its political life

on a legal document, .a ‘relatively perma- 
nent Constitution, a structural pattern 
with a generally conservative: trend, a 
system of checks and balances, and a 
strong Executive. Thomas Paine once 
said: “In America, the Law is King.” 
This Law, thus conceived, establishes the 
Saturnian boundaries of the State. It is 
worshipped almost like “the Book” is in 
the religious life of America. Likewise 
the Founders of the State are revered as 
“the Fathers,” as a sort of collective 
Great Ancestor who established stand- 
ards of right and a “way of life” su- 
perior to all others. 


Neptune Transits 


The present-day transit of Neptune 
over the natal Saturn of the American 
people tends naturally to throw out of 
focus, and to blur the edges of these 
structural factors in our national life. 
This would be so whatever the rising 
sign of the U. S. chart would be. But 
with Libra 2%° at the zenith, this 
means that Neptune crossed this power- 
ful angle during the Fall of 1943 and 
through 1944—repeating a contact which 
had occurred in 1779-1780. 

Some astrologers might want to make 
this Neptune transit correlate with Pearl 
Harbor and place the last degree of 
Virgo on the U. S. Mid Heaven, but I 
feel that the transit means rather that, 
under it, the American people began to 
feel themselves compelled to participate 
in the life of the larger international 
community (i.e. humanity as a global 
whole). Under the pressure of events, 
spurred by F.D.R.’s_ leadership, the 
strictly national life of our people began 
to grow (some would say to lose itself) 
into the global society that seems sooner 
or later inevitable. As Neptune reaches 
the tenth house Safurn, the process be- 
comes even more accelerated, and we see 
America signing the Atlantic Pact and 
leading the Western nations in a mass- 
ing of forces against the Soviets. Whether 
there is Neptunian self-deception in the 
process, or the positive approach to the 
building of a universalistic world-order 
(in contrast to a Saturnian national or- 
ganization) is for any one to decide. In 
both cases, Neptunian “influence” is evi- 
dent . . . and crucial. 

To me, this explains far more what is 
happening to the United States, than if 
Neptune were in the fifth house of the 
traditionally used Gemini rising U. S. 
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chart. Besides, why Saturn should be 
also in the fifth house of the natal U. S. 
chart is more than I can understand! I 
see no sign of Saturnian operation in 
our national fifth house; whereas the 
presence of Saturn in the national 10th 
house characterizes the salient, and rela- 
tively unique, features of the American 
Republic. Likewise Neptune in the ninth 
house explains the fears and confusion 
which have so frequently marked the 
U. S. diplomacy—and even deeper, the 
profound yearning of the American peo- 
ple toward religion, mysticism, New 
Thought, and all vast and vague forms 
of “cosmic consciousness’—not to men- 
tion astrology! A ninth house Neptune 
correlates with our tremendous Navy 
and Air-Power expansion, whenever such 
was felt useful; and as Neptune crossed 
the natal U. S. Mid-Heaven in 1943, this 
expansion became the basis of our par- 
ticipation in the world-community of 
nations, and seems there to stay. 

Truly the gambling instincts of the 
American people could be related to a 
fifth house Neptune; but the fact that 
Venus rules the fifth house of the Sagit- 
tarius-rising chart and is in the seventh 
house conjunct our ruler, Jupiter, and 
within orb of the Mars-Neptune square 
(Mars ruling the house of land, real 
estate, etc.) seems a far more precise 
symbol of the social, economic pattern of 
American life, insofar as gambling and 
risk-taking are concerned. 

_I may add here that Neptune crossed 

mid-Sagittarius during the #812 War, 
when the U. S. experienced defeat and 
confusion ; that it was at the Nadir, when 
the very unity of the American nation 
was temporarily broken (Neptune en- 
tered Aries in the spring of 1861) and 
the Emancipation Proclamation sounded 
a basic Neptunian note, which is still re- 
sounding and still creating confusion and 
distrust between South and North, after 
a half-cycle of Neptune. Neptune reached 
the Descendant in 1892 when the pattern 
of 20th Century expansion and Labor 
difficulties was being set (strikes, etc.— 
and the first gasoline car in operation; 
Neptune being related to oil). And as 
Neptune came very close to the zenith 
we had the first successful atomic chain 
reaction in Chicago (Neptune at Libra 
1°46’). 

It is not the actual dates which are 
significant, as much as the way in which 
the Neptune cycles since 1776 is divided 


up into four or five sections by the natal 
quadrature of the U. S. chart with Sagit- 
tarius rising. Events are meaningless 
except as critical phases of cyclic growth 
—this, I firmly believe; and because of 
this belief my interest in astrology has 
grown, but not in an astrology hypno- 
tized by so-called “exact correlations” 
between external events and some astro- 
logical configuration carefully fished out 
of the vast sea of numerous systems of 
progression and directions, so vast as 
always to furnish some correlations 
when needed! 


Uranus Transits 


_The way these same U. S. angles di- 
vide the 84-year Uranus cycles since 
1776 is worth deep study today ; because 
we have just passed through a transit 
of Uranus over either the Ascendant or 
Descendant of the U. S. chart—ignoring 
for the moment the possibility of a Libra 
rising chart with a Saturn rising, in- 
credible in the chart of the most ex- 
trovertive and expansive-optimistic of 
people! The point of crucial importance 
is now to understand whether the Uranus 
force is arousing our first or our seventh 
national house; for such an understand- 
ing can throw much light on what is 
happening in the life and consciousness 
of the American people and nation to- 
day. 

To me, it seems very clear that the 
Uranian power is stirring today our 
house of relationship, alliance, contracts, 
marriage and divorce (in our homes and 
in terms of the global “home” of man- 
kind), enmity and war—and in general 
the house of all opportunities which 
come out of human relationships, It is in 
this seventh house field that we are 
challenged, far more than in the realm 
of inner, personal experience through 
which we discover, rediscover or reorient 
our essential individuality (first house). 

The challenge to a decision as to what 
America was as a national entity, as to 
what our people’s individual purpose 
and character was, this challenge came 
truly as Uranus moved through mid- 
Sagittarius (Ascendant) in 1817 — the 
beginning of the march to the west, of 
the Jacksonian typeof democracy which 
built a continental, rather than an At- 
lantic, United States. And a similar chal- 
lenge came in 1900 after the Spanish 
American War and during the time of 
the Philippine War, at the time when 
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under the McKinley Administration the 
business interests of America, having 
successfully integrated and made pro- 
ductive our U. S. land, looked out to the 
whole world as the next logical field for 
a permanent economic expansion. 

These were the times when the indi- 
vidual characteristics, the essential identi- 
ty of our nation and our people were at 
stake. The question was: What was 
America to be? Today, the question is: 
How are we to relate ourselves to other 
nations and peoples in a world made 
totally different by ,the Industrial and 
Technological Revolutions and the World 
Wars? On what basis are we to estab- 
lish our participation in the world- 
society of tomorrow—and, in the im- 
mediate sense, how are we to interpret 
the fact that the U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R. 
have become, willy-nilly, the two out- 
standing national collectivities in the 
post-war world? 

These are questions, the answer to 
which may mean peace or war, coopera- 
tion or endless conflict and prolonged 
hatred in the world; they are issues of 
human relationship at the international 
and interracial level. And so were the 
issues which brought about the Civil 
War between the States, when Uranus 
was passing through Gemini 84 years 
ago—and 84 years before, when the re- 
lationship not only to our Mother-coun- 
try, but to all national entities in the 
world was solved by the Declaration of 
Independence for ideological—and also 
commercial, let us not forget !—reasons. 

When Uranus reached the Nadir of 
the Sagittarius-rising chart in 1844-45 
(conjunct Jupiter on Aries 3°, January 
- 1845) the period of transformation of 
all the basic resources of America began, 
and the land consciousness of the Ameri- 
can people was changed by the exodus 
westward, accelerated by the Gold-rush 
to California of 1848. Railroad and tele- 
graph lines, new industries built new 
basic values and wealth, as foundations 
to a new continent-wide national life. 
And it is because of what began around 
1817-25 (Uranus over the Ascendant) 
and became set in the forties (Uranus 
in the fourth house) that the social- 
economic crisis, national growth of the 
sixties developed, of which the actual 
Civil War was mainly the focal ex- 
pression. 

Likewise the crisis of our day mark- 
ing the passage of Uranus over the De- 


scendant of the Sagittarius-rising chart 
can be traced directly to America’s entry 
upon the stage of world-business (and 
as a result, world-politics) under Mc- 
Kinley and Teddy Roosevelt. Uranus in 
our national sixth house refers to the 
insistent problems which derive Labor 
and the transformation of old concepts 
of and attitudes to work—the Slave 
problem was a Labor issue, first of all. 
As the sixth house refers basically to 
technical improvements of all kinds— 
personal-psychological or social-economic 
—the position of Uranus in this house 
fits in the outstanding characteristics of 
the American people, forever haunted by 
the urge to change and improve tech- 
niques and all empirical procedures, to 
transform all conditions of work. 

Whatever is basically Uranian in the 
“individuality” (Ascendant) of the 
American people can be related to the 
fact that, in the chart I present here, the 
horizon coincides with the line of Uranus’ 
nodes. The U. S. Ascendant is seen thus 
in conjunction to Uranus’ South Node. 
Uranian changes and a restless yearning 
for freedom, characteristic of our people, 
are thus seen as the “line of least resist- 
ance” in the American type. 

As to Pluto’s transits, we find this 
planet’s crossing of the Nadir coinciding 
with the declaration of the Monroe Doc- 
trine (Dec. 2, 1823); its crossing of the 
Descendant, 1896-1899) with the Mc- 
Kinley Administration and the Spanish- 
American War. 

As significant is the pattern of re- 
peated Saturn transits, for we are about 
to close the second set of three cycles of 
Saturn since 1776 (1776 to 1863—1863 
to 1952—and the seventh cycle, 1952 to 
1981). In the U. S. Gemini-rising chart, 
Saturn would have been passing through 
the first three houses from the Spring 
1943 to the Fall 1947; a very strange 
transit “for the years which saw the 
United States rise to a position of spec- 
tacular world-power and accept world- 
responsibility. How much more logical 
to see Saturn ascending steadily to the 
zenith during this crucial period—repeat- 
ing the same transit which corresponded 
to the previous climb of our nation to a 
similar. but less total, position after 1913 
(Saturn in Gemini, and reaching the 
U. S. zenith in 1921-22 during: the great 
boom period after the Peace of Ver- 
sailles) !

Solar Equilibrium 


[pano, the 43rd state to join our 
Union, on July 3, 1890, is classed as 
one of our Northwestern group. 

Idaho is an Indian word meaning 
“mountain gem.” Boise is the capital. 
This state is bordered by Montana, Wy- 
oming, Utah, Nevada, Oregon and 
Washington. In Europe it would cer- 
tainly be considered “encircled.” A large 
population of Mormons live within the 
state. 

Placed in the Rocky Mountain region, 
Idaho is a country of hills, valleys, and 
plateaus, bordered on the south by the 
great plains of the Snake River. The 
soil is chiefly basaltic. Parts of the state 
abound in wonderful scenic beauty. Very 
tough and heavy rock in interesting 
formations, sometimes of a prismatic 
structure, reminds one of the Giant’s 
Causeway in Ireland. 

The ruler of the chart, Moon, is in 
Capricorn, in the 7th house (natural 
home of Libra), sextile Mars, square 
Uranus, giving indications of the state’s 
many hot and cold springs, ice caves, 
mineral springs, and rock formation of 
geologic interest. 

With the Sun in a watery sign, and 
the ruler in Capricorn, sextile Mars, in

a watery sign, the higher regions of the 
state have cool summers, long winters 
and plentiful rain. 

The M.C. is the fiery sign Aries, with 
the ruler placed in a watery sign in a 
fiery house, The southerly portions of 
the state are dry and warmer. 

With Venus in the 2nd in Leo, also 
Saturn in the same house in Virgo, the 
latter sign associated with food, and 
Venus ruling the 4th angle, agriculture 
is an important industry. Much wheat, 
oats, alfalfa and live stock are raised. 
The potatoes from this state are famous 
for their size and taste. 

As to the 6th house—work done 
within the state, and part of its re- 
sources—we find Sagittarius on the cusp. 
This is an outdoor sign, the ruler Ju- 
piter a planet we connect with trees, 
growth and height. This state has ex- 
tensive white pine, larch, and Douglas 
fir forests. 

Saturn in the 2nd, ruler of the chart, 
in Capricorn, is indicative of the Idaho 
mines which produce gold, silver, cop- 
per, lead and zinc. 

The state seal, designed by a woman, 
the late Mrs. E. E. Green, is very at- 
tractive. Almost thirty years before the 
adoption of the 19th amendment to the 
United- States Constitution. Mrs. Green 


found woman suffrage an inspiraion for 


part of the design for the state’s seal. 
Here is her description of it: “. .. The 
question of woman suffrage was being 
agitated somewhat, and as leading men 
and politicians agreed that Idaho would 
eventually give women the vote, and as 
mining was the chief industry and the 
mining men the largest financial factor 
of the state at that time, I made the 
figure of the man most prominent in the 
design, while that of the woman, signify- 
ing justice, as denoted by the scales; 
Liberty as denoted by the liberty cap 
on the head of the spear, and Equality 
with man as denoted by her position at 
his side, also signified Freedom. 

The shield between the man and woman 
is emblematic of the protection they 
unite in giving the state.” 
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There is a tree in the seal, repre- 
senting the state’s mining interests; the 
plowman and grain, agricultural re- 
sources; the cornucopias, horticulture. 
The river on the shield is the Snake 
or Shoshone. There is an Elk’s head 
which refers to state game laws pro- 
tecting elk and moose. 

This seal is one of several state seals 
to contain a star. In Idaho’s it is on the 
rim which “signifies a new light in the 
galaxy of states.” The Latin motto 1s 
“Esto perpetua.” “It is (i.e. shall be) 
perpetuated” or “It is forever.” 

Idaho is another one of the states 
explored first by Lewis and Clark, 1805- 
06. It was claimed by the United States, 
Great Britain, Spain and Russia. The 
latter two ceded their claims in 1819 
and 1824, respectively, and England in 
1846. The state was organized from 
parts of Wyoming and Montana ter- 
ritories. 

The University of Idaho is coeduca- 
tional and is located at Moscow, Idaho. 
The name of the city is reminiscent of 
the former Russian claims. 


Idaho Locality and You

Born eight days before or after Feb- 
ruary Ist (this includes the writer—I 
must visit this state again), your radical 
Sun will feel the expansive reaction of 
the state’s Jupiter. Here you might make 
a good marriage, both financially and 
romantically speaking, or if interested 
along business lines, might attract ‘a 
business partner with more money than 
you have to invest in a partnership.

The very existence of a 
collectivist society (such as Communism) 
avowedly (admitted by its warmest advo- 
cates)*® depends and is founded on de- 
ceit and treachery—lies and deception, 
trickery and dishonesty between individ- 
uals, plus a ruthless disregard of all indi- 
vidual rights which latter, from the point 
of view of these champions of the ““Com- 
man Man,” are merely presumptions any- 
way. They hold that individuals have no 
responsibility one to another. The sole 
obligation of the individual is obedience 
to the state.

Mercury, to which one looks for signs 
of intellectual ability, opposition As- 
cendant and in Capricorn—weak by 
position and sign. (4) Venus in Aquar- 
ius. This Venus should find solace 
with the ladies, but alas, cramped by 
both Capricorn and Cancer, and in 
opposition to Neptune, it must be 
totally denied expression. (5) Uranus 
which represents, among other things, 
indiscriminate social relationships, is 
opposition Saturn, so outlet is denied 
to him in the social sphere as well 
as the Venusian. (6) Paucity of as- 
pects, which might have redeemed the 
situation—only 3 close aspects between 
planets, and all opposition. (7) lhe 
horoscope is dominated by two male fics 
near M. C. (8) Jupiter in the Ist 
house is the only redeeming feature, 
but lacking any aspects is probably 
unable to assert more than a super- 
ficial influence, especially over the 
double Cancer influence which is bound 
to be a weakening one.

Probably no one’s critical faculties 
are more easily, or more quickly 
aroused by astrological nonsense than 
the writer's, but it would seem that jor 
an issue that has always been highly 
controversial at best, Nineteen-Nine- 
teener’s criticism of Miss or Mrs. 
Doane’s article concerning the com- 
parative values of the square and op po- 
sition aspects was overly severe, both 
in tone and language, particularly 
when her opinion is one that is shared 
by many others. Having been endowed 
with a profusion of both at birth, and 
therefore having been able to give the 
matter first-hand attention and study, 
you may if you desire, add my contri- 
bution to the discussion. 

ms Both Children of the Zodiac and Twelve Gate- 
ways of Religion were completed. Because the inter- 
pretation: were very short both series were run 
simultaneously, Children of the Zodiac appeared in the 
following issues: Oct. 194% (Libra and Scorpio), Dec 
1947 (Sagittarius and Capricorn), Mar, 1948 (Aquarius 
and Pisces), May 1948 (Aries and Taurus), Sept. 1948 
(Gemini, Cancer, Leo and Virgo) Twelve Gateways 
of Religion was published as follows: Nov. 1947 


(Scorpio and Sagittarius), Feb. 1948 (Capricorn, 
Aquarius and Pisces), Apr. 1948 (Aries, Taurus and 


Gemini), July 1948 (Cancer and Leo), Oct. 1948 (Vir- 
ga and Libra), 
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To begin with, I believe that the rea- 
_ son fo¥ the bad name that the opposi- 
tion aspect has acquired over the years 
is because of this aspect between the 
Sun and Saturn. This opposition as- 
pect, although at present some dis- 
agreement is held on the point, has 
always been considered the most ad- 
verse of them all, and this has been 
largely due | suppose, because of the 
usual proximity of Venus and Mer- 
cury to the Sun, a circumstance which 
often actually gives us an adverse as- 
pect of triple magnitude. Of course, 
this same condition applies to any op- 
position in which the Sun is involved, 
but in the case of that with Saturn, 
whose adverse effect on these three 
bodies is so much more pronounced 
and inclusive than that of the other 
planets, it has attained its present place 
of prominence. On the other hand, in 
the case of the square aspect between 
two bodies, because of the lesser orb 
of influence allowable in this instance, 
more often than not Venus and Mer- 
cury are not included in the configura- 
tion, so in consequence the aspect bene- 
fits by comparison. 

In this matter | must concur with 
the opinion of N.N., for no better 
proof is to be had in favor of it than 
in aspects involving the ascendant, 
where surely the square aspect is more 
effective than the opposition, but why 
take it out on Miss Doane? She was 
only following a course quite familiar 
to most authors on the subject, i.e., 
submitting material for publication 
without subjecting it to personal in- 
vestigation. And why all the hubhub 
over the comparative values of the as- 
pects anyway, when so much of more 
importance awaits recovery and eluci- 
dation? 

But being in agreement with NN. 
in respect to the foregoing does not 
imply that I subscribe to his idea that 
the opposition aspect, or any other for 
that matter, as such, is productive of 
mental power or many of the other 
qualities often attributed to them, for 
in fact, I have recently destroyed three 
volumes on Vocational Astrology as 
my contribution to the cause of fore- 
stalling the further propagation of 
such nonsense and misinformation. 
Generally speaking, insofar as the 


health, the vocation, the mental capaci-

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ties, and many other qualities are con- 
cerned, the aspects are merely con- 
tributory, rather than determining fac- 
tors, and while they are important, they 
are not all-important, and they cannot 
carry the entire burden of delineation 
as most astrologers expect them to. 
For example, in Noel Coward's nativ- 
ity which is appended, and to which 
N.N. refers in his letter, we note the 
oppositions to which he attributed the 
playwright’s mental capacities. But if 
he will refer to Weymss whom he 
quotes, or to Matthews, and note the 
qualities imparted by the degree areas 
occupied by Mercury and Mors, both 
allied by aspect to the Asc. and the 
M.C., and to Venus, and further stim- 
ulated by the influence of this latter 
planet angular in the 10th, he should 
realize the aspects he wishes to glorify 
had nothing to do with the matter. 
Rather, it would seem that by the very 
virtue of their adversity they had wm- 
posed restrictions upon Mr. Coward 
which made it impossible for him to 
utilize his abilities to their fullest ex- 
tent, for the horoscope reveals a con- 
dition of debility that should be read- 
ily described by those familiar with his 
phase of Astrology.

Analyzing in detail the horoscope of 
an event (disaster or otherwise) that has 
already occurred is, in our opinion, a 
futile gesture and a.woeful waste of time 
unless from the study we can learn some- 
thing of value to the future. A detailed 
listing of all the Astrological factors pos- 
sibly (or even probably) involved in an 
event that is past may be of value as a 
contribution to more extended research 
re similar events, but in relation to an 
isolated instance has relatively minor 
significance and is usually disappointing 
in application because as every astrologer 
knows, such configurations have an an- 
noying habit of just not repeating their 
performance under subsequent similar 
conditions. While on the subject, we 
might add that we consider the published 
analyses of the horoscopes of public fig- 
ures in the same category. What you can 
tell the man or his public that they do 
not already know ? 

We do not need a horoscope to tell 
us-how or why this Holland Tunnel blast 
occurred, We know that a truck over- 
loaded with incendiary explosive chemi- 
cals blew up. It blew up not because 
transiting Uranus squared radical Uranus 
on. the cusp of the radical 8th conjunct 
Jupiter, or because transiting Saturn was 
exactly on the degree of the radical Nep- 
tune on the radical Ascendant. It is prob- 
able that a static spark induced in any 
one of a dozen possible ways set it off— 
first reports were that this 16-ton top- 
heavy trailer truck loaded with carbon- 
disulphide overturned rounding a turn. 
However that may be, it could have hap- 
pened anywhere, any time. Perhaps the 
fact that in the tunnel chart the early de- 
grees of Virgo® are on the Ascendant 
could have sounded a warning—but a 
warning of what? A warning not to send 
an overloaded truck thru—?—An over- 
loaded truckload of that kind of stuff 
shouldn’t be sent anywhere! Astrology 
was not needed to tell us that. Astrology 
was never intended to be a substitute for 
common sense. 

What this chart does tell us is that 
the Holland Tunnel is just about as safe 
a place to be as one could find. Consider 
that radical chart—six trines from the 
nadir to the cusp gf the 8th house, domi- 
nated. by the double trine of the Sun to 
radical Jupiter-Uranus. On the day of 
the accident this radical protection was 
aided by six transiting sextiles to the 
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same 8th cusp conjunction, also domi- 
nated by the Sun (in transit). Not such 
a terrifying prospect. Then consider the 
three radical trines from the Scorpio 
planets to the Moon in the 11th, which 
in turn is trine Jupiter at the 8th. All 
things taken in account, this is a beauti- 
ful chart for a tunnel (Scorpio in 3rd 
House of transportation ). Of course, this 
flash blast with all its attendant dramatic 
circumstances could be correllated to 
transiting Uranus exactly square the radi- 
cal Uranus and Jupiter, while Saturn 
placed his heavy heel on the coiled ser- 
pent (Neptune). Saturn in transit thru 
the 29th (fatalistic) degree of Leo was 
really putting the pressure on, and Nep- 
tune, if anything, is the patron saint of 
booby-traps. 

Noting all the above on the debit side, 
the Holland Tunnel is still vindicated 
and justifies its radical promise of pro- 
tection. This disaster, in spite of its tem- 
porarily terrifying aspects, could have 
been much worse, Strangely enough, 
there were no deaths, tho many escapes 
seemed miraculous and the damage was 
much less than could have been expected. 
At this date (May 17th) we understand 
the Tunnel is once more open to traffic. 
Finally, when we consider that in the 
21% years since the Holland was off- 
cially opened, close to one billion (over 
800 million) vehicles have passed thru 
without an accident, even with this re- 
cent blast, the odds favoring public safety 
are still quite long—almost as safe as 
air travel.

When a Scorpio woman makes up her 
mind there isn’t much a single, unat- 
tached and emotionally vulnerable man 
can do about it. Not at least when that 
man is suffering from a wounded ego, 
as was Tommy (his second wife had 
just divorced him), and when the Scor- 
pio woman has led a celibate life and is 
charged with personal magnetism, as was 
Laura, with that fifth-house Scorpio Sun. 
This fair and determined lady felt sud- 
denly astir with all the emotional ele- 
ments that had made romantic history 
“on Irish waters by a Cornish prow, or 
Trojan waters by a Spartan mast.” She 
was now, she felt, to become the heroine 
of a great love drama, for was not the 
object of her affections a Leo, from 
which sign springs the great lovers of 
the zodiac? In “utter, ancient way” she 
desired to “suffer love” and so fulfill 
her destiny. (Her fifth house Scorpio 
sun!) 

And so in her mind she endowed the 
Leo of her choice with all the traits of 
those Jovian lovers of the past.

With these natives, it is usually all 
or nothing for those who answer to their 
eighth-house tests of love, especially 
when the fifth house is tenanted as in 
Laura’s chart. 

For a little while, at first, before 
Tommy quite realized what was happen- 
ing, Laura exulted in being a true pris- 
oner, behind the bars of her own creat- 
ing, for love’s sweet sake, and the Jailer 
who handed her her “daily morsel” from 
‘Sewelled fingers” was no other than 
Tommy. She was in her emotional ele- 
ment.

All the love poems of the past, all the 
literature and fiction which she had read 
avidly, “searching the amorous line, skim- 
ming the rest,” seemed suddenly to

of love’s fulfilment. 

Now Laura was wealthy. Tommy, 
while he had a job and worked for a 
salary, had spent his money as he made 
it.

What 
was the sense of grubbing away at a 
job where one wasn’t appreciated, taking 
orders from someone who didn’t 
have half his personality and talent ?

And so, fortified with that dangerous 
sense of invulnerability, Tommy sat with 
Laura upon Mount Olympus for a little 
while. They drank the nectar of the gods. 
They were very happy. But it was a pre- 
carious happiness, because it was not 
built upon a secure foundation, The traits 
that Laura projected upon Tommy, and 
which he for the time accepted and car- 
ried, were projections from Laura’s own 
unconscious—her ideal of what her man 
would and must be. There was no con- 
scious deception on Tommy’s part. He 
actually felt, for the time, that he could 
carry and respond always to Laura’s 
ideal image; that he had indeed become 
all that Laura asked in her lover. 

So passed the halcyon days of winter. 
But summer came; and. with it, Laura 
and Tommy emerged at last from the 
cocoon of their love, of their oneness and 
completeness, and came out in the world 
that was to test their love’s durability ;

As we know, it takes-a strong charac- 
ter to withstand prosperity. Anyone can 
meet adversity—that is only a test of 
endurance. But did Tommy have the in- 
ner fortitude to meet and pass the test 
of abundance, and all that it brings in 
its wake—flattery, the glamorous illusion 
of lové shining in other and younger 
eyes than Laura’s? 

Our Leo had not built an armor to 
withstand these tests. Puffed up as he 
was by Laura’s devotion and belief in 
his perfection, he did not take into con- 
sideration the fact that she might resent 
sharing him with others. He did not 
know that Scorpio’s love is intensely pos- 
sessive ; that the hand that lifts the lover 
up can also let him fall back into the 
dust. He did not know how quickly an 
idol that has feet of clay can crumble, 
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And Tommy was but a little tin god— 
the greatness had been Laura’s creation. 
Folly to ask Laura, with her high ideals 
of love, to bring back a broken and bleed- 
ing thing into a nest, and so profane her 
dream! Laura, rather than become recon- 
ciled with a philandering Tommy, pre- 
ferred to think of him as dead—dead to 
her, and to their love. (Scorpio and the 
fifth house!) She withdrew her ideal pro- 
jection from Tommy and retreated into 
her “cold and empty castle,” shutting 
Tommy out completely and forever. She 
would await a love that was sincere and 
true—somewhere in the future. And 
when Tommy came back, finished with 
his new and transitory love, he found 
but a locked door, and no response to 
his phone calls. Laura had betaken her- 
self on an ocean voyage, and her love 
for Tommy was now scattered on the 
waters of the Atlantic. For Scorpio, 
while deadly determined to “get her 
man,” can likewise “kill her love” and 
turn elsewhere if she feels the lover un- 
worthy, and herself unappreciated and 
belittled. For Scorpio is proud, with the 
pride akin to that of Lucifer. These peo- 
ple would rather fall from Mount Olym- 
pus than that another would usurp their 
place. 
Fault Is Mutual 

Who is more at fault in this little love 
tragedy? Perhaps both Tommy and 
Laura are equally to blame. But I believe 
the scales may, in the final analysis, sway 
a little in Tommy’s favor. For it was 
Laura who first approached him, and 
she who was insistent upon projecting 
upon him from the first her own ideal 
image, using the power of suggestion 
that he carry all the traits of character 
she was determined her mate should 
possess. Had Tommy endeavored to be- 
have as himself—a very ordinary young 
man—she would then not have allowed 
him to do so. For Laura was ready to 
fall in love, and Tommy appeared upon 
her horizon at the crucial moment. She 
was blinded by her own ideal image of 
love to Tommy’s faults and imperfec- 
tions. She literally forced him to “carry 
her psychological projection of love,” 
her own masculine counterpart. And, 
like a child offered a beautiful toy which 
he cannot resist taking, Tommy could 
not resist accepting Laura’s psycholog- 
ical projection of himself as a noble and 
lordly knight; no more could he resist 


“showing off,’ Leo fashion, his new- 
found self. for another’s benefit, and so 
he fell prey to the first young blonde 
who appeared on his new horizon. He 
was carried so far away on the wings 
of Laura’s ideal and belief in him that 
he thought he could fly alone, and retain 
all the magnanimous traits that Laura 
had temporarily projected upon him. As 
soon as Laura retreated and withdrew 
her psychological projection from 
Tommy, he fell with a crash that could 
be heard for miles, should anyone but 
Laura have cared to listen, and no one 
else cared particularly, not even the little 
Venus-in-Gemini blonde who realized 
quicky. she had made a mistake in her 
selection of Tommy, and fluttered along 
to light on sturdier shoulders. But she 
was#not the actual cause of the breakup 
between Laura and Tommy. If it hadn't 
been she, sooner or later Tommy would 
not have been able to resist trying out 
his wings with someone else. His mascu- 
line ego had to know whether or not he 
could fly alone.-The breakup was inev- 
itable. Laura and Tommy were meant 
to separate, suddenly, drastically and 
completely ; theirs was to be but a “Fatal 
Interview.” And this parting was to 
come through the mediumship of another 
woman who would mean nothing in the 
scheme of Tommy’s life and future, ex- 
cept to shatter his illusion of greatness, 
which Laura had fostered, and which had 
no actuality or existence away from her 
magnetic orbit and dominant personality. 
The new Tommy, which did not endure, 
was entirely dependent upon Laura for 
existence, being her own psychological 
creation. As soon as she retreated, the 
old, half-defeated Tommy took over 
again, a “sadder and a wiser man.” 
There was no “fate” that decreed 
that Tommy and Laura must separate. 
But there was a destiny that “shaped 
their ends,” and that destiny was in the 
character of each. Laura could not help 
being idealistic and possessive; that trait 
was ingrained in her nature. She had 
wisely retained her wealth, and so, find- 
ing that Tommy was but a weak and 
failing mortal, and not the god-on-earth 
“king” she had imagined, he could hence- 
forth occupy no place in her life. And 
our Leo Tommy with Leo also rising at 
his hour of birth, could not have resisted 
the temptation to display and to philan-

Cosmic Assurance the Best Insurance 


Has it ever occurred to you that life 
insurance companies grow amazingly rich 
because you guess wrong about how long 
you will live? You play safe and insure 
yourself immediately in the fear that you 
may die prematurely. The insurance com- 
panies play safe by using the law of 
averages—their mortality tables. But you 
can go one better if you use your As- 
trology wisely for you can at least ap- 
proximate your length of life, and that 
is indeed most useful knowledge. 

If you are going to live to a good old 
age you will do infinitely better by buy- 
ing an annuity for you are getting the 
worst of the bargain by buying ordinary 
life insurance. If the insurance com- 
panies are not smart enough to use As- 
trology (as some of the German Insur- 
ance Companies began to do before the 
war )—that is their hard luck. 

Before we study the astrological signs 
of the length of life, however, let us seek 
to understand how the seemingly fan- 
tastic idea that astrological influences 
control longevity operates. Like many an- 
other truth it is based on a very real 
principle in nature undiscovered by sci- 
ence. The ancients held this idea very 
insistently and just as their once-ridiculed 
idea of transmutation of metals has now 
been proven so, ere long, will it be found 
that Astrology, radar-like, conditions the 
mysterious inflowing force we call vi- 
tality. 

This concept of an intangible force or 
energy, not derived from food, flowing 
into the body, is an absolute essential to 
the understanding of the problem of 
longevity. The commonly held idea that 
energy—vitality—is derived from food 
is easily refuted by evidence within the 
reach of every open-minded person. 
There is first of all the very obvious fact 
that your physique is not a dependable 
guide to the length of your life. Look 
around amongst your acquaintances and 
note the delicate weaklings who so fre- 
quently far outlive their robust vigorous- 
looking friends. [ well remember a 
wraith skin and bone of a woman 
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brought into hospital with a gangrenous 
appendix. She looked the very apotheosis 
of malnutrition. The chief surgeon de- 
clared it a waste of ether and energy to 
operate, but she survived and lived for 
many years. 

In striking contrast, about the same 
time, I listened, with amazement, to a 
mighty naval officer thump his chest like 
a gorilla and squeal to high heaven that 
he, the very epitome of health, should 
have to pay such an outrageous price (an 
ordinary premium) for insurance. With- 
in two weeks I saw him wheeled into 
hospital at death’s door with typhoid and 
gall-bladder complications. He died soon 
after. 

Robustness or fragility.of body is no 
clue to constitutional stamina for one 
simple reason—we are more than mere 
flesh and blood; there is something more 
than chemistry—there is ENERGY. Sup- 
pose your reading lamp is flickering and 
finally goes out. You examine the bulb, 
the switch, the wiring and the fuse. You 
find them okay—you don’t say, “There’s 
nothing wrong” — you say, “It’s the 
juice,” the current is not flowing proper- 
ly. It is not in the material circuit; the 
trouble is with the inflowing energy. Yet 
medical science tacitly ignores the human 
“juice” —the life force, the vitality—and 
examines the physical, auscultates, per- 
cusses, fluoroscopes, analyzes and thus 
fails to perceive the greater importance 
of the energy which lies behind the 
physical manifestation. That is why 
astro-diagnosis is more fundamentally 
revealing because it gets at the Causes. 

The reason why this life force has 
been neglected in orthodox diagnosis is 
simply because at present it is beyond 
instrumentation. It is true that the elec- 
tro-cardiograph, the electro-encephalo- 
graph, the micro-voltmeter, all reveal 
electrical energies flowing in the body, 
but these are not the life force,—they are 
merely the stepped-down results of the 
life force, which is of far higher fre- 
quency, flowing in from the 4th dimen- 
sion, If vitality were electrical it would 
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only be necessary to direct electrical 
energy into the dead body to revive it, 
and that has not been found possible. 

If you wish to electro-plate an article 
you must have two things—the material 
(metal) in solution and an energy—a 
galvanic current. In the body, life also 
requires two factors—food, and an in- 
flowing vitality. 

The reality of this separate force, not 
derived from food, can be seen in a num- 
ber of conditions. (1) It has been proved 
possible to live for many weeks without 
food, simply because food is the repair 
agent but not the source of vitality. It is 
true that in fasting the body subsists on 
its own tissues, but such individuals are 
not as weak as the calory theory would 
lead us to expect. I have seen an indi- 
vidual perform feats of considerable 
strength after 5 weeks without food. 
Two German aviators who were forced 
down in the Australian bush were with- 
out food for three weeks, so hungry they 
tried to eat their shoes, arrived at civil- 
ization covered with wounds but without 
any infection. The feeling of well-being 
and strength following the ingestion of 
a nice steak is partly due to the peculiar 
way (which we have not time here to 
study) in which the vitality is “sucked 
down” by the needs of digestive peristal- 
sis. (2) In acute disease the conflagration 
is due to an increase in the in-flow of 
vitality signalled, as every astrologer 
knows, by strong aspects of Mars. In 
pneumonia, for example, the resulting 
increased electrical energy will swmg the 
indicator of the galvanometer right off 
scale, (3) The tremendous convulsions 
of epilepsy are obviously not due merely 
to chemical combustion, but to the tre- 
mendous surge of the inflowing life, due 
to a “blown fuse.” (4) The differences 
in metabolism between man and woman, 
and between Orientals and Occidentals 
cannot be due to any change in chemical 
laws but is due to differences in the rate 
and pressure of the inflowing vitality. 
(5) In pregnancy, where much energy 
must obviously be utilized in the build- 
ing of the incredibly complex mechanism 
of the baby-body, there is no discernible 
weakness of the mother, which assured- 
ly would be so were the required energy 
derived from the chemistry of the 


mother’s nutrition. That it is not a dis- 
turber can only be understood when the 
idea of a separate line of inflowing vi- 
tality into the baby is envisaged. (6) A 


-ternal contact and 


hint is given us by nature in the pro- 
vision of pubic - Sexual expression 
entails a tremendous exchange of life 
force and since’‘hair is an insulator (note 
how the head is shaved in electrocution 
to allow of the flow of the current into 
the body) nature has cleverly arranged 
that the energy be insulated from ex- 
directed to the in- 
ternal genitalia to effect conditions not 
yet generally realized. (7) The late Dr. 
Kilner of Charing Cross Hospital ob- 
jectively proved, by means of his dia- 
cyanin dye screens, the reality of the 
subtle, normally invisible electro-mag- 
netic field surrounding the human body, 
of frequencies far beyond even the high- 
est ultra-high electrical frequencies. He 
was able to diagnose many conditions by 
this attention to the life-force rather than 
to the purely physical conditions. (8) 
The hunger which often manifests in an 
anxiety neurosis, where the patient will 
eat almost hourly, is another proof that 
that are energies in the body and their 
disturbance is the basic cause of resultant 
physical conditions. 

It is evident therefore chat the chem- 
istry of the body is controlled by the 
idiosyncra¢ies of this vitality and so if 
we can obtain a blue-print of this in- 
flowing force and learn to estimate its 
voltage (pressure) and amperage (rate 
of flow) we shall be in a much better 
position to estimate the length of life. 

Science has discovered that electrical 
energy does not travel’ within the con- 
ducting wire but along its surface. Note 
how you hear a third party’s conversa- 
tion on the telephone simply because the 
two wires are in proximity but not neces- 
sarily touching. Thus an electric wire has 
an etheric aura, just as the individual. 
This is corroborated by occult science. 
By equally precise methods it has been 
discovered that our physical body is 
built on a mould of extremely refined 
substance we call ether (Einstein not- 
withstanding) and it is in and through 
this etheric body that the life-force flows 
or is precipitated from the 4th dimen- 
sion. “In Him we live and move and 
have our being.” 

A further subtle proof of this was dis- 
covered by Dr. Staer-White. Pondering 
the problem of why certain birds lost 
their homing ability he discovered that 
invariably their bodies were beset by the 
toxins of one or the other of the great 
chronic diseases — tuberculosis, cancer, 
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etc. Experimenting with humans he fur- 
ther discovered that in health a person is 
influenced by the magnetic meridian af- 
fecting the tone of various organs, and 
is not so influenced if he is afflicted with 
any of the great chronic diseases. Fur- 
ther research revealed the amazing fact 
that this susceptibility to the magnetic 
meridian was restored by irradiating the 
body with certain colors, which were 
different for various diseases. Now since 
light is essentially an undulation in the 
ether, it is easy to see why an etheric 
‘impact upon the etheric body would af- 
fect the rhythm of the flowing vitality, 
and so be conducive to health. 

Gradual condensation of this highly 
sublimated energy in and through this 
etheric body then is the key to the con- 
stitutional vigor of the individual and, 
moreover, is a clue to the degree of 
longevity. An excellent analogy of this 
can be found in the condensation of 
steam into ice. Observe the immediate 
opening of the spout of a boiling kettle. 
In the region of the superheated steam 
there is nothing to be seen—it is a dark 
area; but touch reveals a tremendous 
heat. A little further out, as the steam 
condenses it becomes a visible vapor. 
Cool this still further by means of a 
cold slate and you have water vapor, a 
liquid. Condense it still further and you 
have a solid—ice. In much the same way 
the inflowing life, vitality, the pranas of 
the Hindus, densify. “The spirit made 
flesh.” 

This etheric body is a reality, Its ex- 
istence explains many things. Trained 
clairvoyance, for example, shows that 
the discontinuity of consciousness in 
anesthesia is due to the etheric head be- 
ing pushed completely away from the 
physical head; thus the “bridge” which 
links the physical world to the spiritual 
world is disconnected. Dr. Kilner proved 
that in epilepsy the etheric head is al- 
ways partially out of alignment. The 
phenomena of “pins and needles” is due 
to the etheric limb, arm or leg, being 
similarly displaced, the prickling sensa- 
tion being due to the realignment of the 
etheric part with the physical, thus en- 
abling the vital force to once again flow 
into the interstices of the physical atoms. 

Now this essential conductor of the 
vital force—the etheric body—is “ruled” 
by the Sun. A very careful study of 
many puzzling obscure conditions of 
health abundantly proves this. It has been 


found both by physical and superphysical 
methods that the edge of this etheric 
double should be sealed, quite closed, but 
in individuals whose birth Sun is in a 
common sign and afflicted by an adverse 
aspect of Neptune there is a vitality leak. 
The proof in such cases is that these in- 
dividuals require a good deal of sleep; 
they cannot afford to lose sleep because, 
since the etheric double normally “holds” 
the vitality, these patients are like a jug 
which has a hole in it and thus is never 
filled, because while filling, it is being 
emptied. This porosity of the edge per- 
mits the leaking away of this mysterious 
vital force. Note that even with Neptune 
in the vital sign Leo there tends to be a 
peculiar weakness of the back (unless 
they live athletic lives) and the toxins of 
“flu” quickly settle in the heart and 
spinal canal. 

We see therefore that one of the most 
important clues to the vitality of the in- 
dividual lies in (1) the sign occupied by 
the Sun; (2) the aspects of the Sun, and 
(3), the tenancy of the fire signs Aries, 
Leo and Sagittarius. This is very evi- 
dent if you study the usual superabund- 
ance of vitality of those born with the 
Sun in a fire sign contrasted with those 
born with the Sun in a far less vital 
sign, such as Virgo, for example. 

In a general way the fire and air signs 
are the most vital. Next in strength 
stand the carth and water signs, but this 
order is not absolute, the reason being 
that there are virtually twelve different 
types of vitality each specializing in an 
individual way. Medicine partially ap- 
proaches this problem of vitality through 
a study of metabolism. The doctor usual- 
ly seeks to know, and can only discover 
whether the “fire of life’ (metabolism) 
burns excessively (abnormal metabolic 
rate) or burns inadequately (subnormal 
metabglic rate). But a careful study of 
this matter reveals that each sign bestows 
a distinctive type of metabolism. It is 
not our purpose here to go fully into 
this because at this juncture we are con- 
cerned only with longevity, but investi- 
gation shows that, for example, the “ag- 
gregativeness,” the “gathering-together- 
ness,’ of Taurus holds the vitality large- 
ly in the cerebellum and so these types 
are often as vital as the fire-sign types. 
On the other hand, the “dispersiveness,” 
the “tearing apartness,” of Virgo indi- 
cates a metabolism which leans toward 
the catabolic side (it should be remem- 
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-bered that metabolism has two phases, 
catabolism or tearing-down-ness, and 
anabolicness, or building-up-ness) and so 
is far less vital, 

That the Sun is the key to this vitality 
is very evident in those who are born 
with the Sun and Moon in opposition. 
Their vitality never flows evenly—they 
are always either in a high tide of excess 
energy, or in a low tide of depletion. 
They are all very conscious of this up- 
and-down-ness of their vital energy. Sig- 
nificantly enough, this indicates a sepa- 
rateness, an incompatibility, between the 
father and mother at the time of con- 
ception, showing that there is a subtle 
psychic heredity as well as a physical 
one. The reason for this is that while the 
Sun represents the voltage or strength of 
vitality, the Moon indicates the evenness 
or unevenness of the flow of the vitality. 
The Moon rules the tides of the body no 
less than those of the ocean. Therefore 
we need to remember that the Sun repre- 
sents vitality, constitutional vigor, and the 
Moon indicates the health. It is this con- 
fusion of vital vigor with vital rhythm 
which misleads in the medical examina- 
tion of longevity. This is the explanation 
of what is obvious to any acute observer, 
that health is no indication of constitu- 
tional strength. You have great vigor and 
constitutional strength (because of a well 
placed Sun and other things), but may 
be afflicted with bad health because of 
the unevenness of flow of vitality, shown 
by a badly placed Moon. On the other 
hand, we have those who, again by rea- 
son of a well supported Moon, have 
splendid health but who die prematurely 
because of poor constitutional vigor, in- 
dicated by a weakly placed Sun and the 
like 

There is another factor which enters 
the picture and that is the nature of the 
ascendant. In any electrical circuit there 
are three factors: (1) the voltage or 
pressure of the current, (2) the con- 
ductivity or resistance of the wire along 
which it flows, and (3) the amperage, 
rate of flow, or regularity or irregularity 
of the flow of the “juice.” We have seen 
that the sign occupied by the Sun and 
the aspects it makes indicates the strength 
or “voltage” of the vitality; that the 
evenness or unevenness of its flow is 
indicated by the Moon. It is now evident 
that since this vital energy is distributed 
by the Sun-body, the etheric double, and 
is conditioned as regards its flow by the 


Moon’s aspects and sign, it will finally 
be affected by the conductivity, or re- 
sistivity, of the body, which is indicated 
by the Ascendant. sign. 

It will thus be evident how important 
it ‘s to know the nature of the Ascendant 
and why a “conductive” sign like Gemini 
will readily “let through” most of the 
vitality and why an Ascendant like Capri- 
corn, acting as a break, a “slower-upper,” 
a resistor, a poor conductor, will hold the 
vitality back, cause the individual to ap- 
pear less robust, but by reason of this 
very conservation of the vital force, to 
be more likely to reach a ripe old age. 
This is why Capricorn babies are often 
inclined to be puny yet grow more ro- 
bust as they grow older, and are able to 
hang on until they bankrupt the social 
security fund. 

We thus see that longevity can be 
roughly approximated by noting: 

(1) The inherent strength of the vi- 
tality by the stcn in which the 
birth Sun is placed. 

(2) The special voltage of this life 
force indicated by the planets as- 
PECTING the Sun. 

(3) The conductivity or resistance of 
the physical body signified by the 
ASCENDANT sign, further modified 
by its ruler’s sign and by any 
major aspects to the Ascendant 
degree. 

(4) The Moon’s sign and aspects, in- 
dicating the evenness or uneven- 
ness of health (rather than vi- 
tality), are not so significant of 
long or short life, except during 
the period of infancy. 

(5) Whether the individual be born 
with an increasing or decreasing 
Moon. Birth at the last phase of 
the Moon with a malefic close to 
an angle is NOT conductive to 
longevity, whereas birth under an 
increasing Moon and a well as- 
pected Sun markedly favors lon- 
gevity. 

(6) It is presumed that there are no 
signs of violent death, which, of 
course, prevents the attainment of 
the normal span of life. 

It will be obvious that we here ignore 
all rules as to the Hflegiacal places. These 
old fantastic rules are the inevitable re- 
sult of astrologers of the Middle Ages 
struggling with the problem of longevity 
without the advantage of our knowledge 
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of the existence of Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto, and without any understanding of 
the nature of vitality. 

We can therefore say that individuals 
born with the Sun in fire or air signs, 
well aspected by Uranus, Pluto and 
sometimes Saturn, with a Moon reason- 
ably well placed, and an unafflicted As- 
cendant, and no indications in or from 
the 8th or 4th houses of violent death, 
will live to a very ripe old age, 80-90 
plus. 
Individuals born with the Sun in fire 
or air signs and well aspected by Jupiter 
or Mars, though having an afflicted Moon 
and a “conductive” Ascendant, will reach 
a fair age, around 70. 

Those who are born with the Sun in 
earth or water signs and well aspected by 
Pluto, Uranus or Saturn, and Moon in 
earth or water signs well aspected will 
also reach around 70, provided, of course, 
there are no signs of accidental end and 
the Ascendant is somewhat neutral. 

The individuals who do not attain 
quite such a length of life are mainly: 

(1) Those with the Sun, Moon, As- 

cendant in common signs, not 
supported by good aspects, and 
cross-aspects of the malefics from 
the fixed signs. They have poor 
resistance to heart diseases. 
Those With the Sun afflicted by 
Mars (especially to and from 
fire signs), not supported by 
benefic aspects, and the Moon af- 
flicted in a fire sign. They become 
so dehydrated they literally “burn 
up.” 
Those who have Sun and Moon 
in water signs afflicted by Saturn 
o1 Neptune, and afflictions across 
the fixed signs—they become so 
water-logged they develop many 
of the subtle dycrasias due to 
poor oxidation. 

In infancy there is great danger to 
those who are born with the Sun poorly 
placed and aspected, or even neutral, and 
sometimes even despite good aspects. if 
the Moon is decreasing in light, badly 
afflicted by malefics, and especially if 
malefics are close to the angles. They do 
not survive even the early years. The 
reason why the Moon’s aspects become 
so significant in infancy is that the or- 
ganism ts then in course of building and 
the unevenness of the vitality-flow, even 
though it be essentially strong. causes so 
much nutritional disturbance that serious 
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ill-health ensues and only great skill can 
Save them, Suppose in a large factory 
there is a series of processes, If the 
timing of the continuity of these pro- 
cesses is maintained there will be regu- 
larity and proper production. But sup- 
pose one machine takes twice the time it 
should for a certain operation, and an- 
other machine rushes its function in half 
its proper time, then chaos will prevail. 
That is what happens in the infant body 
where the Moon is badly aspected. There- 
fore, in children, give major attention to 
the Moon’s sign and aspects, but once 
youth is attained the danger is lessened 
and the Sun and Ascendant become in- 
creasingly important. 

Astrology thus offers us deep insight 
into the problem of longevity because it 
is the only means whereby we can 
evaluate the nature of the vital force 
flowing in the individual. That the Sun 
is the indicator of the vital force is dem- 
onstrable beyond all doubt. The good and 
bad aspects to the Sun are easily shown 
to be related to the anabolic and cata- 
bolic aspects of metabolism. In response 
to the challenge of a skeptical confrere, 
on one occasion, | correctly forecast the 
general type of metabolism, normal, sub- 
normal, or plus, in a series Of seventeen 
cases before they were tested on a Me- 
tabometer. If doctors would only learn 
to use the ephemeris, without even cal- 
culating a horoscope, study the position 
and aspects of the Sun, they would at- 
tain far deeper insight into their patients’ 
vital outlook. It conduces greatly to peace 
of mind to know that your patient, de- 
spite a very serious crisis, will come 
safely through. Unlike the lady who 
wrote me, “Dear doctor, after being at 
death’s door for many days I can say 
you safely pulled me through,” it puts 
one on one’s guard when you know your 
patient. has no great reserve of vitality 
and will need the closest attention to 
safely negotiate the crisis. 

Even in child-birth this Moon-Sun 
relationship is significant, for labor is 
much less effectual at the last phase of 
the Moon, just as plantings of seed are 
then much less vigorous in resulting 
growth. 

The Sun is the center of the Solar 
System. It symbolizes, in the individual, 
his vital center—the life force—and so 
you will attain far more insight into your 
own constitutional stamina and possibili- 
ties by studying the Sun than you will by 
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any other means whatsoever. The insight 
attained by this approach is priceless. 
You see a patient lying moribund. Your 
colleague prognoses an early end. Know- 
ing the patient has a Sun in good aspect 
to Jupiter and Pluto you silently place 
your confidence in the stars. You are re- 
warded by not only seeing the patient 
recover but live a great many years and, 
further, in knowing that a ripe old age 
will be attained despite recurrent attacks 
‘of illness. In another consultation your 
colleague is alarmed beyond measure be- 
cause of the patient’s 105% degree tem- 
perature and a threat of an appendiceal 
abscess. You sneak a look at the ephe- 
meris Sun in Aries afflicted by Mars; 
Moon in a dehydrative sign too, Sagit- 
tarius. Such an extreme pyrexia is not as 
significant or dangerous in such a case 
as it would be in another. You go home 
and sleep peacefully. Next morning your 
patient has a miraculous recovery. You 
thank God for your knowledge of His 
Astrological laws. The reward for your 
open-mindedness is deeper insight into 
the problem of life and longevity. You 
leave your colleague to their myopic con- 
centration on miscroscopes, beakers, and 
x-rays. You go direct and seek to read 
the Divine Language of Celestial Sym- 
bolism. You don’t get anything you don’t 
labor for. The secret of life and lon- 
gevity is not completely hidden. If you. 
want gold or diamonds you must dig deep 
and long. If you merit a more complete 
insight into your life, its purpose and 
length, you will find it if you dig enough. 
And ever remember that just as the Sun 
in the Cosmos is the source of all life 
on earth, without it we would perish, so 
the higher octaves of Sun force, revealed 
in the horoscope, betoken how much of 
His Life you have been granted.

There is not space here to present 
the scores of charts I have collected which 
illustrate the foregoing general principles 
but the following six cases will be found 
suggestive of the basic concept. Examples 
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Nos. 1, 2 and 3 illustrate longevity ; Nos. 
4, 5 and 6 illustrate the principle through 
short-livedness. ' 

Case No. 1 is that of a prominent Ohio 
character, Grandma Brown, born April 
9, 1827 who attained well over 101 years. 
This map illustrates the conserving, life- 
lengthening power of a favorable Saturn 
in aspect to a vital fire-sign Sun. This 
is helped by an increasing Moon, but es- 
pecially by a Taurus Mars in strong as- 
pect to the Moon, which indicates an ex- 
cellently functioning thyroid, a great pro- 
tector against infection; helped still more 
by a smooth-functioning pituitary gland 
(Neptune and Uranus in Capricorn in 
favorable aspect to the Moon) even 
though not especially strong because of 
the adverse aspect from Capricorn to 
the Sun. Another factor here is a very 
well vitalized brain shown by Sun, Mer- 
cury, Pluto, Mars and Jupiter, all in signs 
influencing the brain. 

Case No. 2 illustrates why I say that 
the fire-air-earth-water order of strength 
of the signs is not absolute. The not-so- 
apparently-vital Cancer is a very tena- 
cious sign, not only mentally but alsq 
physically. Like Capricorn it “conserves” 
the vitality, and though the Sun is here 
squared by Pluto (which is not without 
its virtue because in Aries it invigorates 
the fore-brain) and has a decreasing 
Moon, the native, a well-known Chicago 
department store owner, lived until well 
over 102 years of age. The more helpful 
factor here is that the Sun is supported 
by parallels of Jupiter and Mars. The 
latter, being in Leo, greatly strengthens 
the heart and motor segments of the 
spinal cord. Mars in Leo alone adds to 
the vitality because it especially empow- 
ers the heart by drawing a large part of 
whatever may be the degree of vitality 
into this vital organ. Feel the pulse of 
a Leo-Mars person in contrast with that 
of a Leo-Saturn person and you will at 
once see why the former has greater vi- 
tality. A curious phenomenon in them is 
that, in death, instead of growing cold, 
they grow hot. The augmented vital 
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power is also shown by the fact that they 
can only be “put under” by greatly in- 
creased doses of morphine. An ordinary 
dose has little effect upon this Leo-Mars 
type. 

Case No. 3 also shows the tenacity of 
the not so apparently robust Cancer Sun, 
also the helpfulness of the Sun parallel 
Jupiter. The native is a nationally known 
physician, still very active in practice at 
83. He rises daily at 5 a.m. and not only 
examines but personally treats, by his 
own unique methods, over a hundred pa- 
tients a week. The Taurus Mars in fa- 
vorable aspect to the Sun not only direct- 
ly activates the metabolism but also con- 
fers a most active thyroid which, by its 
ability to combat toxins, greatly protects 
the health and so conduces to longevity. 

Case No. 4, in striking contrast, is that 
of a baby who lived only 4 days. Note the 
Sun in the “cold” Aquarius (the tendency 
of such individuals to cold sweats is a 
most interesting phenomenon’ which 
would puzzle the physiologists). It is 
heavily afflicted by Saturn and Pluto, 
powerful because just setting on the west- 
ern angle. The Moon, though waxing, is 
unsupported by benefics and afflicted by a 
malefic from the 8th house. The Leo af- 
flictions were at work because there was 
a serious malformation of the spine. As 
the child was red-haired it is possible 
that Mars was really much closer to the 
ascendant. The ascending badly afflicted 
malefic correctly indicated the prolonged 
labor of the mother (P.S.: The philo- 
sophical student might well ponder the 
problem of why the Léo position at birth 


correctly indicated the spinal malforma- 
tions already developed in utero and 
therefore already existing before birth.) 

Case No. 5 illustrates the weakness of 
a Cancer Sun when afflicted, here by the 
sesquiquadrate of Uranus; this is further 
emphasized by an adverse aspect to the 
Moon, and is especially lethal because, 
in the 5th house, and retrograde, it ad- 
versely affects the functioning of the 
heart; this position also greatly disturbs 
the rhythm of the sympathetic nervous 
system, all made more dangerous by a 
decreasing Moon, and Uranus’ position 
in a positive quadrant, while the Sun and 
Moon are in a negative quadrant of the 
chart. The child died after a tonsillectomy 
at age 2. 

Case No. 6 illustrates the rule of the 
danger of short life when the Moon is 
in the last quarter and a malefic is on an 
angle (Neptune)—all of this despite a 
vital Leo Sun. The ascendant is parallel 
Pluto, which frequently destroys the red 
cells more rapidly than they can be made, 
while the Moon is afflicted from a posi- 
tive quadarant by Uranus in Taurus which 
not only greatly endangers thé heart 
rhythm but, because it disturbs the crea- 
tive impulses from the cerebellum always 
threatens the period of infancy. Saturn 
also is in a brain sign and rather near 
a square to the ascendant. If, by the skill 
of deep insight into such conditions, this 
child could have been brought through 
these early years, the vital Leo would 
have sustained life to quite a reasonable 
age. As it was, it died within 2 days of

Were You Born on the Cusp? 


In Four Parts 
Part I: CANCER, SCORPIO, PISCES 


Tue word cusp is an astronomical 
term signifying a point of the lunary 
crescent, or in fact, the crescent point of 
any planet, like Venus, which has phases. 
In astrological terminology cusp means 
the entrance of a planet into a horoscope 
mansion or into a zodiacal sign. Hence, 
it is the 0° 00’ 00” degree of a sign. 

But naturally there is an orb if only a 
slight one, extending into the first deca- 
nate of the sign Sol is about to transit. 
Must I stress that the last two or three 
degrees of the preceding signs are not in- 
cluded in this cusp? Several authorities 
on this subject, mcluding the late Evan- 
geline ‘Adams, whose natal Uranus was 
on the Cancer cusp with Dirah, allow 
seven days, commencing with “cusp-day,” 
for the duration of this orbal period. We 
personally have found this orb zone to be 
longer under given circumstances, for in- 
stance, when the personal planets, Mer- 
cury and Venus, are also tenanting the 
sun-sign of the nativity, you may then 
allow nine degrees, or nine days, but 
that is the limit. 

This would mean in terms of the cal- 
endar one week from cusp-day or occa- 
sionally the last nine days of a month. 
In our particular case of the water tripli- 
city cusp-days are: June 22nd, when the 
Sun hits the Ingress point, October 23rd 
and February 19th. Note also that a 
transition is made each time from the air 
element to water, which brings home to 
you Water Cuspians your greatest and 
most vital message: sublimation of feel- 
ing through the sieve of mental analysis. 
The elements furnish the angle of ap- 
proach by which you may accomplish the 
leveling of your plane in evolution; the 
mutable cardinal cusp (Cancer) operates 
through emotional action, cardinal fixity 
through volition (Scorpio), and the 
Pisces cusp indicates constant flexibility 
in assimilating human values gleaned 
from experience. Hence, this cusp pro- 
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duces history’s foremost interpretaters 
( Pisces). 

Since the mathematical calculations in 
Astrology are of paramount importance 
we want to emphasize that, in geometry, 
the cusp indicates the place where the 
“generating point stops and reverses its 
motion.” This is accentuated at ingress 
time, especially during the solstices when 
a seeming stoppage period extends over 
approximately three days. Does this make 
clear to you why the angles in a horo- 
scope or the cardinal cusp points are 
particularly vital in genethliacal interpre- 
tation and synthesis? Just check on birth- 
dates of the famous and truly great who 
are cardinal cuspians, and maybe you'll 
feel happier about your cuspal hybridism, 
should you happen to be among these 
chosen ones. 

Cuspians are certainly more fortunate 
than the average in terms of material 
success. Statistics show that those born 
on the cusp possess greater dynamics and 
initiative, more practical acumen and, 
shall we say, a goodly portion of sheer 
genius. The sum-total of this seems to 
bestow the knack of taking this gift called 
life by the neck and doing sow:ething 
worthwhile with it, more so than the 
pure-bred zodiacal type. You venture 
forth toward a goal—almost any goal— 
and you achieve! 

But personal happiness? That is an- 
other question! You do not seem to op- 
erate on an even keel. The line of aver- 
ages in matters of romance and friend- 
ships and lasting mated bliss shows stag- 
gering intermittent downward trends. 
Permanent happiness in marriage is often 
purchased at the price of inner conflict, 
clashes with environmental obstacles and 
with not infrequefft economic sacrifices. 

Therefore, let no one dismiss you Cus- 
pians—especially you of the water ele- 
ment, with the glib rejoinder that, since 
Sol was between and betwixt Scylla and 
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Charybdis of two signs at birth. you are 
a zodiacal commixture according to the 
formula: take part Gemini, part Cancer, 
shake well, and enjoy your cuspal Da- 
quiri! How preposterous! You are a hy- 
brid, a distinctive stellar type all your 
own and your life pattern varies from 
that of other natives. Such is the mystery 
of the chemistry of light, a science which 
the ancient astrologer mastered to per- 
fection. Indeed the baffling commixture 
of Sol’s pure rays and the light essence 
of the galactic background of a cusp pro- 
duces a new alloy in terms of astral en- 
ergy flowing through a human organism. 

You Cuspians, endowed with such ces- 
mic high-frequency, well deserve a care- 
ful analysis of your own intrinsic nature, 
and a detailed description of the road- 
map through your present rather difficult 
incarnation. 


THE CANCER CUSP 
June 22nd to 29th, inclusive 


Who can unloose the Bound Prome- 
theus, Titan founder of civilization, astro- 
logically representing Cancer, the mother 
sign? He was chained on the rock of 
hyper-sensitiveness and inhibition com- 
plexes and the vulture of fear thoughts 
plucked on the liver of his very life 
forces. Can you give wings to a turtle 
that it may fly away from the burden of 
its shell, its little home, ingrained in its 
physical organism? Does an oyster shine 
with the luster of the pearl concealed 
within its shabby form? All these things 
are you, symbolically illustrating your 
mental and emotional drawbacks that de- 
lay or frustrate your progress through 
life. 

Yet we know that Prometheus was 
freed from his bondage, that the voice of 
the turtle was heard in the land and at 
long last, the pearl in the oyster was dis- 
covered and sold for a high price. As- 
trology brings a message of hope to you 
Cancer Cuspians: you can transmute your 
drawbacks into definite assets, you can 
exploit them and harness them to the 
chariot (your Tarot symbol) of victory. 

You are not a surface type; you run 
deep and still and make no effort to 
sell yourself, your personality, your abil- 
ity. The gentle art of self-advertisement 
is not your long suit—on the .contrary, 
you often bury your talent under a 
bushel. Is it then to be wondered at that 
you are misunderstood by strangers, nay 
even by members of your immediate en- 


vironment, and that your motives are 
often misinterpreted ? Sometimes you are 
little appreciated and failure instead of 
success appears likely to result from your 
eftorts. But all the while you are plod- 
ding along your quiet submarine way, so 
to speak, and surprise everyone with 
your sudden, and not infrequent bomb- 
shell, achievements. 

Here is a little slip of a girl with 
mouse-colored hair and a most retiring 
manner, always willing to stand in the 
shadow of her towering husband’s bril- 
liant genius. Suddenly the world came 
to know her as a foremost woman avia- 
tor, and thrice she authored best sellers. 
We mean, of course, Ann Morrow Lind- 
bergh, a Cancer cuspian of the purest 
water, born June 22nd, 

You do not like to argue. “Why waste 
mental energy in futile speech?” seems 
to be your reasoning. Hence you «syally 
give the appearance of quiet submission 
in cases of controversy, which more prim- 
itive, less profound natures misinterpret 
asa cdhed ville to damaging attacks. 
You shrink from facing issues, they 
claim. Yet while you take rebuff after 
rebuff—though it smarts cruelly—with 
calm equanimity, you set to work at once 
to look for symptoms of hostility, to 
search for the causes, to undermine them 
silently. Suddenly you surprise your op- 
ponents with a fait accompli, for which 
they were not prepared, This is. of 
course, a very menacing modus operan- 
di, not only in matters of private differ- 
ences but more so in public or political 
life and in the precarious, competitive 
marts of industry and commerce, A pure 
Cancer cuspian rarely bangs the door he- 
hind him; rather he closes it gently and 
then squeezes the doorknob. This is a 
cardinal cusp, which means action, and 
few of you Cancer Cuspians will be found 
napping when a little conspiracy is in 
motion against your authority, 

Are you inarticulate, or tongue-tied or 
do you just prefer not to engage in con- 
versation, like Silent Cal, who had Mars 
exactly with the ingress point? One of 
the most brilliant novelists of all time, 
endowed with social charm and an im- 
peccable savoir faire, George Sand, a 
Cancer cuspian (Sun with Alhena), was 
reputedly a good listener, but rarely en- 
tered the general discussions in a gather- 
ing. Her silence radjated calm and peace 
and was considered the secret of her 
magnetic appeal. This reticence in speech 
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is quite at variance with the customary 
Cancer loquaciousness, especially of the 
undisciplined type who indulges no end 
in wearisome and often repetitious chat- 
ter. 

When you Cuspians finally do speak 
your mind your statement has punch. 
This, too, is rather un-Cancerian, Ordi- 
narily the child of Luna is careful not 
to give offense, reluctant to voice con- 
troversial opinions and, because of in- 
nate sensitiveness, prefers an evasive at- 
titude to blunt negation. But not you! 
It is amazing how sharp you can be, even 
ruthless when sparring in verbal bouts. 
Here for once Gemini caustic wit blends 
with your Cancer intuitiveness in ferret- 
ting out the vulnerable Achilles Heel in 
your opponent’s argument. Then you 
pitch right in ith ridicule. But even 
then, you are a better fighter with the 
pen than in oratorial battles. 

My mother, who was a Cancer cuspian, 
would call for pencil and paper whenever 
the family squabbles got out of control 
and the debate was marked by noise 
rather than force of logic. Thoughts were 
then neatly set down with clarity and 
fluidic grace. All differences with trades- 
men were also smoothly settled via an ex- 
planatory letter. And let me add, you of 
this cusp, in this day and age of brutally 
voiced sentiments, still perpetuate the ele- 
gant art of letter writing that flowered in 
the days of Lord Chesterfield and Mad- 
ame de Récamier. 

Definitely, literary pursuits and pub- 
lishing are a natural with you Cancer 
Cuspians ; music and the stage follow as 
your next vocational bets; and you are 
tops as teachers. You run a business es- 
tablishment well and smoothly, especially 
your own, and again display your virtue 
of subtle stratagem. Hence there is little 
friction marring the happy humming of 
your organization, and few personnel 
changes take place. If workers’are ousted 
it is usually because of clashes of tem- 
perament fundamentally rooted in zodi- 
acal antipathy. 

Naturally you also possess some of the 
standard brands of Cancer traits: hyper- 
sensitiveness, tenacity, imagination, senti- 
mentality, the foible of harboring the 
memory of an injustice, moodiness, 
and so on. But so far as emotional de- 
pressions are concerned they deéfinitely 
are your own Karmic burden and eclipse 
all other “Zodiacal blues.” They seem to 
be a cosmic sweep that brushes over the 


soul in moments of almost suicidal deso- 
lation. They cannot be compared with 
the Mercurial modulation of mental 
states. Gemini folks never reach such 
depth or despair as you descend into dur- 
ing the hour of soul’s Golgatha. 

The presence of Fixed Stars in this 
sector of the sky, we feel, accounts for 
this. (See Fixed Stars and You, July 
issue, 1948.) Menkalinan, that sinister 
yellow star in Auriga, conjoins Sol in 
the map of those born June 22nd, and 
frequently causes tragedies of sublime 
scope, as illustrated in the life of Ann 
Lindbergh. Such Karmic strokes are 
plainly a matter of destiny—catapulting 
events over which you have absolutely no 
control. What could have been more grip- 
ping than the abdication of the Duke of 
Windsor (June 23rd)? The fixed orbs, 
Tejat, Dirah and Alhena, too, are on this 
cusp. Of these Alhena is the most im- 
portant, affecting you Cuspians who cele- 
brate your birthday on June 28th or 29th. 

Water seeks its own level, so conse- 
quently Cancer lives run on an even keel 
of placid domesticity even though their 
public aspects may be tempestuous. But 
this cannot unfortunately be said of your 
life. At one time or other, while in this 
mortal coil, you experience shocking 
blows, sometimes merely on the inner 
plane but no less sorrowful, and these 
are so vehement that they may well be 
considered as a form of initiation. Here 
again your cuspal destiny pattern differs 
from the rank and file of Cancer exis- 
tences.

Thus 
spake the late Evangeline Adams, reveal- 
ing in these words her admiration for 
natives of the water element—she herself 
had a goodly dash of Pisces in her zodi- 
acal makeup. We would like to apply 
this complimentary attitude in judging 
you Scorpio Cuspians, for you seem to 
possess this ability to forge ahead to a 
fabulous pinnacle of achievement—Can- 
cer or no Cancer in your nativity. 
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To say that a happy blending of Libra’s 
detached mentalism and Venusian charm 
and the Martian directness and intensity 
of Scorpio represents your potential 
equipment for success means hitting be- 
low the mark of your cuspal possibilities. 
An unfathomable mystery is lodged deep- 
ly in your astral soulhood, which is re- 
vealed by the consequences of your actions 
rather than by any particular technique 
in getting results. 

Unfinished business, for one, is rarely 
an accusation one can hurl against your 
projects. Rather you put the dot on the 
“i” of any undertaking you may have 
blue-printed for yourself—carefully so, 
with an eye on economy of time and en- 
ergy. You just can’t let things float in 
space like the delectable fragrance that 
emanates from a perfume bottle left open. 
Tasks must be organized, calmly and ef- 
ficiently executed, completed in due 
course.

Finally he dragged himself from his sick- 
bed, hobbled to his instrument, played the 
resolving final chord and at last found 
sleep in Morpheus’ healing embrace. 

Ordinary Scorpians, we know, will 
frequently put to shame fragile, sensi- 
tive personalities with the over-whelming 
onrush of their magnetic fluidity. They 
will kill devotion because of their exclu- 


sivism which results in violent possessive 
ness toward the object of their affections. 
Patient, long suffering wives may be ty- 
rannized and docile husbands made “yes 
men”; trembling off-spring are intimi- 
dated or their spirits killed with a ruth- 
less display of authority. Even the ideas 
of the usual brand of Scorpionians are 
often too big for their talents or abilities, 
and flounder on the rocks of failure. And 
so, many Scorpio lives may be likened to 
a symphony that opens with fanfares of 
triumph, are tossed about in the molto 
furioso of the second movement, and ulti- 
mately shatter on a note of discord.

Just one glorious name: George Wash- 
ington! One birthdate: February 22nd! 
And now, why should you Pisces Cus- 
pians indulge in your pet foible: your 
almost incorrigible inferiority complex!

This conscious awareness of your lat- 
ent strength should help you Pisces Cus- 
pians to eradicate your foibles—inde- 
cision and diversification of energy—and 
bring about a harnessing of your multiple 
vocational assets to where they may re- 
sult in remunerative returns. To confuse 
shadow for substance and misinterpret 
the law of Cause and Effect is a common 
Neptunian ill, against which the Saturn- 
ian radiation from this cusp should pro- 
tect you.

Tus article is likely to upset a good 
many “orthodox” opinions. For by now 
eager and busy little historians have it 
all worked out very nicely that it was 
Hitler who, in complete disregard of the 
advice of military experts, decided on an 
aggressive war against his ally, Soviet 
Russia. In this they are, of course, vo- 
ciferously supported by those of Hitler’s 

military ‘experts who are still alive. Hit- 
ler, the megalomaniac, wanted to out- 
Napoleon Napoleon. He was going to 
show the spectre of the little Corsican 
that a German army could do what a 
French army couldn't. And the poor, 
well-meaning German General Staff was 
swept off its feet by this mad enterprise. 
Well, it is perfectly understandable that 
the German generals have no particular 
wish to associate themselves with an ex- 
pedition that ended in failure—and what 
a failure! But there seems little, if any, 
reason why we. should take their state- 
ment at its face value. What are the 
facts? We are told that Hitler under- 
rated the Russians. But when he an- 
nounced the war against Russia to the 
German people, he spoke of “the gravest 
decision of his life.” We are told that 
Hitler undertook the war on astrological 
advice. Yet there is no astrological sys- 
tem that could possibly regard the Rus- 
sian enterprise as a propitious one and 
moreover, Hitler himself admitted that 
in this decision he had not made use of 
astrological advice. He said so publicly, 
but it has been conveniently forgotten. 
He said so in December 1941, when he 
dismissed Fieldmarshal von Brauchitsch 
and took over himself and these were his 
words: “In future I intend to follow my 
intuitions again.” In other words: lately 
he hadn’t And that fact that he hadn’t 
had brought about a mess. The cartoon- 
ists of the world were very busy at that 
time, showing Hitler’s “intuition” in the 
form of a crystal, a gipsy-woman, a se- 
cret astrological consistory complete with 
black cats, beards and conical hats. But 
no one seemed to trouble about what he 


really meant, at the moment when he 
took over supreme military command, 
surely to him an important moment! If 
it had been Hitler’s basic intention to 
attack Russia, well, then why in the 
name of simple commonsense did he not 
do so in 1939, instead of making war 
against Poland? There was very little 
likelihood that the Western Powers 
would have interfered. He would have 
had the Poles as allies. It would have 
been a one-front war. But the Russian 
war was not planned by Hitler—certain- 
ly not for that time. 

In order to understand what was really 
going on behind the scenes I must refer 
to an organization, of whose existence 
and importance I had informed my su- 
periors as thoroughly as I could: the 
Geopolitical Institute in Munich, led by 
a man who combined the two dignities 
most respected by the German mind: 
that of a general and that of a professor. 
General Professor Dr. Karl Haushofer, 
born August 27, 1869 was in ‘many ways 
what Indians call the “guru,” the sacred 
teacher of both Hitler and Hess. Hess 
was devoted to the old man with the 
fanaticism of a religious disciple. Haus- 
hofer was a queer mixture of scientist, 
military man, genius and crackpot. He 
was the figure of a comic-strip scientific 
genius made to live. It is significant that 
he spent a substantial part of his life 
making studies in the East and that he 
was, to my knowledge, the only European 
who had been made an honorary member 
of the secret Japanese society called 
“The Black Dragon.” I cannot go here 
into detail about geopolitics as such. It 
may suffice to say that it is a mixture of 
politics, geography, ethnology and mili- 
tary matters. It could perhaps best he 
described as “long-range-logistics.” It is 
a system of calculating the success-curve 
of nations, the “curve of expansion,” the 
“stagnation”, and “decadence” period. 
The purpose: to find out when to attack 
whom where. And for the “when,” the 
timing, astrology was used in the Geo- 
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political Institute. Now there existed a 
plan of that Institute to start world con- 
quest by going West, not East. It was a 
plan of which I had an inkling in 1940 
and we were watching keenly for some 
of the inevitable symptoms that would 
show that it was being put into opera- 
tion. The basic plan was about like this: 
after the defeat of France, to come to 
peace terms on a “generous” basis with 
Britain. If that failed, and for some rea- 
son Britain proved to be too much of a 
porcupine (a favorite German expres- 
sion for something difficult to tackle; 
Switzerland, too, was given this title 
of honor when the German troops sang 
“Die Schweiz, das kleine Stachelschwein, 
das stecken, wir am Rueckweg ein’ — 
meaning ‘Switzerland, that little porcu- 
pine, we'll put into our pocket on the 
way back”), then encircle her and by- 
pass her. Get a firm foothold on North- 
Africa, Tunisia, Algeria, Morocco. Get 
through to Dakar. And from _ there 
pump German shocktroops into Brazil 
by an air-shuttle-service. At first glance 
this may look like madness. But was it 
really so mad? The fact is, that the Ger- 
mans did get a foothold in Algeria and 
Tunisia and that they were building— 
with feverish speed—a direct railway 
line through the Sahara, the Trans- 
Sahara Railway, to Dakar; we remember 
how staunchly Dakar was defended by 
Vichy France, when de Gaulle tried to 
land there. The Vichy French were un- 
der orders. Dakar had to be kept at all 
costs. That was the first symptom. The 
next was the building of the railway. 
There were strong German colonies in 
Brazil, especially Blumenau. It was cer- 
tainly not impossible to pump, say 
twenty-five thousand German parachut- 
ists into Brazil—shock-troops who could 
count on finding support by a strong 
minority. Now the same number of Ger- 
man troops pumped into Britain would 
not have been able to Jive long without 
receiving substantial reinforcements. But 
in Brazil? Why, they could conquer the 
whole of it. And create the bases for the 
next conquest, for which people called 
“bundists” were waiting in a large coun- 
trv in the North. That was the Haus- 
hofer plan. 

The German generals abhorred the 
idea. Global thinking was a kind of su- 
perstition to their minds. They looked at 
air operations with suspicion, and at 
naval operations with disgust. Their ele- 


ment was the good, solid earth. This 
fantastic idea of the General Professor— 
though it would cut off all American 
help from Europe at the base—was a 
nightmare to them, at least as long as 
they had Russia, unconquered, at their 
back. They had the best army of the 
world at their disposal—and the best 
equipped. But for how long would it 
remain the best equipped army? For a 
year and a half, perhaps. Two years, at 
the utmost. Were they going to waste 
these two years on Haushofer’s non- 
sense? No! Here at long last, was the 
opportunity to get rid of the danger— 
Russia. The best German generals were 
Prussians and the best of the Prussian 
generals came from east of the River 
Elbe, where their families had large es- 
tates. These estates would be the first 
to fall into Russian hands, if the Rus- 
sians got in first. Not Hitler—the Ger- 
man generals were for the Russian war. 
And with them was a factor of which 
man can make use only up to a certain 
point .. those cosmic influences which 
astrological knowledge tries to interpret. 

For in May 1941 there was a con- 
stellation in the heavens the like of which 
the world has not seen so very often. 
It was so powerful that in June 1938 
Britain’s Astronomer Royal, Dr. Harold 
Spencer-Jones (now Sit Harold) had 
written an article about it in the British 
press, under the headline Astrology Is 
Rubbish, in which he challenged astrolo- 
gers to say well in advance exactly what 
was going to happen then. Like many 
astronomers, Sir Harold does not like 
astrology and like most of them, his 
attitude towards it is strangely unscien- 
tific. If he had been able to prove what 
he stated in the headline of his article, 
there was no need to challenge astrolo- 
gers. And if he wanted to challenge as- 
trologers, he should at least have taken 
the trouble to find out what the claims 
of astrology are. No astrologer, to my 
knowledge has ever maintained that he 
could say exactly what was going to 
happen in the world three years in ad- 
vance. Here are Sir Harold’s own words: 
“On May 11, 1941 Mercury will be in 
conjunction with Venus, Saturn and 
Uranus. Venus wil be in conjunction 
with Jupiter and Uranus; it will be full 
Moon. Saturn will be in conjunction with 
Venus and Mercury and Jupiter will be 
in conjunction with Uranus a few days 
previously. Mercury, Venus, Jupiter, 
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Saturn and Uranus will all be close to the 
Sun. Let astrologers say well in advance 
precisely what World effects will be pro- 
duced by this unusual series of conjunc- 
tions, occurring at about the same time.” 

He forgot to mention the main thing: 
namely that all these conjunctions were 
squared by Mars in 25° to 26° Aquarius. 
As as I did not then possess an ephemeris 
for 1941, I did not know it. Thus when 
I took up his challenge in my book 
Secret Service of the Sky, which was 
published in September 1938, I wrote 
that the consequence of these conjunc- 
tions would bring about “a very grave 
situation in the finances of the entire 
world” and that “almost no country 
would be unaffected.” I mentioned as 
some of the chief mourners France, 
Italy, Czechoslovakia, Roumania, Nor- 
way and Abyssinia. I mentioned that in 
my opinion it would lead to a revolution 
in Persia. Well, back in 1938 nothing 
seemed less likely than peaceful and 
prosperous little Norway being drawn 
into the maelstrom and Abyssinia was 
an Italian colony. Yet today we know 
that these—wretchedly incomplete—pra- 
dictions were all fulfilled. But Mars was 
missing in the Astronomer Royal’s equa- 
tion. And Russia was missing in my 
astrological answer. Mars in Aquarius 
was then transiting the 4th house of the 
Russian chart and went over the radical 
Uranus in 19° 50’ Aquarius at the criti- 
cal time. Russia was overshadowed by 
war-aspects. And the German generals 
succeeded in getting Hitler to abandon 
Western expansion until the Russian 
danger was settled. He gave in to them 
and made “the gravest decision of his 
life.” One of the first consequences of 
the German attack against Russia was 
that both Russian and British troops 
marched into Persia. A revolution broke 
out there, the Shah abdicated and his son 
was made Shah instead. 

It is most interesting to note that the 
generals in command at the beginning 
of the war against Russia were well 
chosen astrologically. Fieldmarshal Wal- 
ther von Brauchitsch was born October 
4, 1881, and Fieldmarshal Fedor von 
Bock December 3, 1880—and both had 
strong initial successes which after all 
led them almost to the gates of Moscow. 
Von Brauchitsch was in supreme com- 
mand them. But when Saturn went over 
his Jupiter, his victories (Jupiter) were 





slowed up and brought to a standstill 
by the Russian winter (Saturn) and he 
was called off and replaced by the Fuehr- 
er himself, who, as he said, was now 
going to follow his intuitions again. But 
astrological mistakes are not so easily 
repaired. What is born, is born and has 
its Cosmic pattern. We can change some- 
thing. We cannot change everything. The 
two great mistakes that Hitler had made 
were, to start the war under Saturn 
conjunction Sun and to start war against 
Russia just after Jupiter conjoined Pluto 
in exact quincunx to his Moon and was 
applying to the quincunx to his radical 
Jupiter. Both mistakes proved to be 
irreparable.

der; with his naturally gregarious in- 
stincts, he desired a group—at least more 
than one—in love as in other matters.

We rarely hear the love stories 
of the ones who “marry happily” and 
live out uneventful and tranquil lives on 
some countryside. Incidentally, Laura has 
written a beautiful volume of love poetry 
based upon her tragic love interlude with 
Tommy. It shows her to be a very gifted 
poetess. In this way she has turned her 
unhappy love experience to true creative 
expression, in keeping with her fifth 
house Scorpio Sun, ruler of her first 
house or ascendant.

PART Ill 
SEMI-ARCS AND THEIR FUNCTIONS

Mercury's ‘nocturnal semi-are is shown by oa 
dotted line, and its diurnal semi-arc 
by a full line. 


The first thing to realize is that all the 
straight lines drawn inside the circle of 
the meridian are themselves circles, seen 
edge on. Those such as the equator and 
the horizon, which pass through the cen- 
tral point, are known as “great circles,” 
for their diameters coincide with that of 
the sphere and in this way they are dif- 
ferentiated from the smaller declination 
circles, an important point in spherical 
trigonometry. The circle which surrounds 
the usual horoscopic chart is here seen as 
a vertical line joining the zenith and the 
nadir, but it also passes through the east 
and west points of the horizon. It is, of 
course, another great circle, and is known 
as the “prime vertical.” 

It is customary to term all ares formed 
above the horizon by the rotation of the 
earth as “diurnal,” and those below as 
“nocturnal.” As they are measured from 
rising to setting and from setting to ris- 
ing respectively, it will be seen from 
Mercury’s path on the diagram that in 
northern geographic latitudes the diurnal 
arcs of planets with south declinaticn 


-must always be smaller than the noctur- 
nal, the contrary occurring with bodies 
having north declination (or south decli-

nation in southern geographic latitudes), 
although the two together make up the 
circle of 360°, one being less than 180° 
by the same amount the other is more. 
The only case in which the diurnal and 
nocturnal ares are alike is when a body 
in on the equator, each arc then being 
180° (or 12 hours from rising to set- 
ting ). 

As the meridian divides all such arcs 
equally into two parts, and as it is more 
convenient to deal with them in that con- 
dition, they are usually computed as semi- 
ares, that is, as angles through which the 
earth turns (measured in right ascen- 
sion) or as sidereal times, from the ris- 
ings of planets to their southings on the 
meridian (these being their diurnal semi- 
arcs, which, of course, are also equal to 
the angles described, or times taken, in 
moving from the upper meridian to the 
western horizon), the nocturnal semi- 
arcs being those below the horizon, meas- 
ured between the latter and the lower 
meridian. 

From these considerations it will be 
appreciated that due to the difference be- 
tween the declinations of the Moon and 
Mercury in the zodiacal conjunction 
quoted, the directions Asc. prog. con- 
junct Moon (mundane) and Asc. prog. 
conjunct Mercury (mundane) are likely 
to be far more widely separated in time 
(in some geographic latitudes) than the 
corresponding directions formed by the 
progressed M.C. used as an illustration 
in the. previous article of this series, while 
the directions Asc. prog. conjunct Moon 
(zod.) and Asc. prog. conjunct Mercury 
(zod.) will occur together (simultane- 
ously ) somewhere between the other two, 
when the degree of the ecliptic appears 
on the horizon (17° 53’ Aquarius, the 
declination of which is 15° S. 29’). 

As the last directions are purely zodi- 
acal their timing can be found easily 
enough from the American Astrology 
Tables of Houses for the geographic lati- 
tudes concerned, and for an actual ex- 
ample let us assume the latter to be 46° 
N., where, under the R.A.M.C. or 247° 
00’ (or 16° 28" 00°) 17° 54.3’ Aquarius

is given as the ascendant, the corrected 
sidereal time on the midheaven for the 
ascendant required .being 16" 27™ 57%. 
The difference between this sidereal time 
and that on the M.C. at birth is the are 
of direction expressed in time, which 
can be converted into degrees or solar- 
day/years as required. 

In such a case we do not need to know 
the semi-arc of the rising degree, for it 
is a point on the ecliptic with no latitude, 
and therefore the information required 
can be taken straight from the tables of 
houses. It will, however, be useful to 
know how to ascertain its semi-arc, for 
any celestial body on the same declination 
circle (15° S. 29’) would rise and set at 
the same points on the horizon (although 
not necessarily at the same times), and 
would therefore have a similar semi-arc. 
The latter is simply the difference be- 
tween the sidereal times on the mid- 
heaven when the point concerned is re- 
spectively on the horizon and on the me- 
ridian, the former (for the eastern hori- 
zon) being given above as 16" 27™ 573, 
and the latter (for the upper meridian) 
being quoted in the previous article as 
215 21™ 18%. That is to say, 4" 53™ 21s 
must elapse in geographic latitude 46° N. 
from the rising of any point having 
15° 29 south declination until it souths 
or culminates on the meridian, which 
converted into degrees, means that the 
earth turns through an agle of 73° 20’, 
the diurnal semi-arc in question. 

The other diurnal semi-arc from the 
upper meridian to the western horizon is, 
of course, the same, each of the two noc- 
turnal semi-arcs, from the horizon to the 
lower meridian, being equivalent to 180° 
00’ minus 73 ° 20’, namely 106° 40’. 

Here then we have the means of finding 
out from the American Astrology Tables 
of Houses and from these tables only 
(without using spherical trigonometry ) 
the sidereal times when celestial bodies 


with declinations from 0° 00’ to 23° 27’. 


are actually on the horizon, in mundane 
conjunction with, or opposition to, the 
ascendant, and in mundane square with 
the M.C. Let us apply the method to de- 
termine when the Moon in the conjunc- 
tion previously quoted crosses the eastern 
horizon in geographic latitude 46° N. 
The first thing to do is to look for a 
degree on the ecliptic having the same 
declination, namely 20° S. 00’. There are 
two, of course, 29° 15’ Scorpio and 0° 
45’ Aquarius, as may be found from the 


solar declinations and longitudes givenvin 
any of the American Astrology Ephe- 
merides, and, taking the former, the 
American Astrology Tables of Houses 
give the sidereal times ons the M.C. for 
its rising and its culmination as 
115 16™ 415 and 15 48™ 09s respectively, 
the differences or the diurnal semi-arc re- 
quired being 4" 31™ 28°. As this is the 
length of sidereal time taken by the Moon 
(or any other body with 20° 00’ south 
declination) to pass from the horizon to 
the upper meridian, it follows that this 
time need only be subtracted from the 
Moon’s right ascension as expressed in 
sidereal time (21" 27™ 30’—given in the 
previous article) to obtain the sidereal 
time on the mid-heaven when the body of 
the Moon is rising on the eastern horizon, 
namely 16" 56™ 02s. (If added to Luna’s 
R.A. the result is the R.A.M.C. when she 
is setting on the Western horizon. ) 


Again referring to the American 
Astrology Tables of Houses, we find that 
with a meridianal sidereal time of 
16" 56™ 02%. 29° 37’ Aquarius is on the 
ascendant in geographic latitude 46° N. 
In other words, although Luna is in 
17° 53’ Aquarius, she does not rise with 
that ecliptic degree but appears with 
29° 37’ Aquarius, owing to her great 
south latitude, It has already been shown 
that when 17° 53’ Aquarius ascends the 
sidereal time on the meridian 1s 
16" 27™ 57%. about 28 minutes earlier, so 
that the difference in time between the 
operations of the zodiacal and mundane 
directions Asc. prog. conjunct Moon is 
approximately 7 years. 

In the case of Mercury the mundane 
conjunction formed by the progressed 
ascendant will occur before the zodiacal, 
for owing to the planet’s north latitude, 
it rises before the ecliptic degree. Mer- 
cury’s declination is 12° S. 45’, the same 
as the.Sun when in 3° 41’ Scorpio and 
26° 19% Aquarius, and from the Amer-’ 
ican Astrology Tables of Houses the fer- 
mer is found to ascend in geographic 
latitude 46° N. when 9* 00” 00° is on the 
M.C., being itself on the midheaven with 
a sidereal time of 14° 05" 47°, the result- 
ing semi-arc being 5" 05" 47° which sub- 
tracted from Mercury’s RA. of 
21" 17™ 44* gives 16" 11" 57* as the side- 
real time on the cusp of the 10th house 
when the body of the planet is on the 
cusp of the Ist, the ascendant then being

Tue true needs of modern man, sur- 
rounded as he is by technological miracles 
and economic pressures, are very difficult 
to bring to public attention. For in- 
stance, the fact that our consciousness 
evolves is something which few people 
give any thought to, because the nature 
of man is more and more bounded by 
the senses. Consciousness, rather than 
being recognized as a factor of the whole 
three-dimensional man, is interpreted as 
whatever the individual is conscious of. 

Regardless of the more obvious con- 
flicts in world economies, and the gen- 
erally dangerous condition of the na- 
tional and international scene, with wars 
and rumors of wars, human conscious- 
ness is continuing to evolve. To observe 
it one must not look on the front pages, 
but rather, should seek to know what 
more and more groups of independent 
thinkers are willing to discuss on social 
occasions in the more progressive cen- 
ters of thought in the nation. 

From this standpoint one could easily 
believe that in these days our society is 
undergoing a revolution, a movement that 
is taking place, as it should, in the im- 
ponderables, the dimensions of mind and 
emotion, the planes of causation, which, 
with a speed peculiar to the present age, 
can be expected to appear as effects in 
the collective experience as soon as older 
and more prevalent formulas are blasted 
by cosmic rhythms. 

The Cosmic Sciences of Astrology and 
Numerology in their more accredited in- 
terpretations are making their contribu- 

tion to the building of a more peaceful, 
’ freer society by educating individuals to 


an awareness of the “inalienable rights” * 


in the realms of mind and spirit as well 
as that of physical health, money, pos- 
sessions and survival. The limited under- 
standing of the message of modern 
science is equalled only by the meaning 
to which the “rights” offered to Ameri- 
cans in the -Constitution have deterior- 
ated. 

This claim can be thoroughly sub- 
stantiated ; the cosmic sciences show how 
the individual is related to universal

rhythms of creation; how this awareness 
of the Self as a part of everything that 
exists rather than with Nature alone can 
be the basis of self understanding and 
an undetstanding of others, creating a 
tolerance transcending any theoretical 
neighborliness of daily living. 

_ Numerology, in its measurement and 
interpretations of the meanings of the 
numerals of the month, day and year of 
a person’s birth—The Path of Life—sets 
new levels of research for those leaders 
in social betterment through education 
who believe that there should be less 
generalization and more differentiation. 

The philosophy of numbers, as ap- 
plied to birthdates, establishes differenti- 
ations in the nature and purpose of the 
early, middle and later environments of 
all individuals who were not born on 
the same month, day and year of the 
calendar. 

The sum of the numbers of the month. 
day and year of birth gives the overall 
general direction of an_ individual’s 
present span of life—a meaning or psy- 
chological thread that can be followed 
and interpreted through all the people, 
places and things that make up his or 
her experience. This hidden meaning can 
give an answer to many queries such as 
“Why can’t I meet, have, enjoy or ex- 
perience what he or she does?” 


The Three Life Cycles 


_ After the discovery of the main direc- 
tion and purpose of the individual Path 
of Life Number, which so clearly sets 
forth what must be accepted and de- 
veloped as one’s contribution to his gen- 
eration, there comes the further revela- 
tion of the Life Cycle Numbers: the 
number of the month of birth gives the 
First Life Cycle; the number of the day 
or date of birth, the Second Life Cycle: 
the addition of the year of birth, the 
Third Life Cycle. , 
Observation has*proved that most per- 
sons have two outstanding changes of 
environinent, association, occupation, op- 
portunity, in their lifetime. One of these 
usually commences with changes around 
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the 22nd to 25th year and is completed 
about the 27th year. By this age a new 
direction has been taken which continues 
until the shadow of the later life ap- 
pears; associations and directions again 
begin to show signs of change between 
the ages of 48 and 53 when, transitory 
experiences being again completed, the 
individual settles into an environment 
which will not be radically changed. 

Some persons experience only one of 
these two important and complete changes 
in their lives, but it is seldom indeed that 
the condition and association of any in- 
dividual continue from youth to old age 
in the same direction, with the same 
types of places, people and interests. 

The formula of the Life Cycles in the 
method of Numerology gives a means of 
measuring and interpreting both the time 
of such changes and also the nature of 
them. When it is known that such im- 
portant changes of direction in the life 
of an individual will bring him face to 
face with the,need to cultivate a differ- 
ent sense of values in order to deal with 
different situations, knowing what is 
taking place can be highly helpful to 
progress. Human nature usually proves 
itself adaptable, but ignorance of a neces- 
sity can delay this adaptability. 

According to numerology interpre- 
tation, these changes themselves do not 
mean that the individual has funda- 
mentally changed in character, desire or 
ability, but rather that new phases of a 
Life Pattern have been entered which 
offer opportunity, association and en- 
vironment more conducive to the release 
of phases formerly restricted. 

Numerology uses the complete given 
name, to discover the true nature of an 
individual’s desire and ability. While 
one environment develops some po- 
tentials of temperament which a different 
one will not, it is seldom that any en- 
vironment creates an entirely new ele- 
ment of character, even when new de- 
mands are made upon the individual 
which call for changes in mental, emo- 
tional and physical reaction. 

It is not unusual to find an individual 
expressing different phases of his per- 
sonality in associations and opportunities 
that differ widely from earlier ones ; this 
is not so much evidence that entirely 
new qualities have been created as it is 
that the basis for the newer reactions 
were originally dormant in the complete 


assembly of the temperament at birth 
(this can be checked by reference to the 
measurement of the complete name as 
received at birth). 

As an example of how the important 
changes in environment are checked by 
Numerology—a Frenchman, Paul Gau- 
guin, lived until his late forties in the 
conventional environment and associa- 
tion of married and commercial respecta- 
bility. Unexpectedly he left these ties in 
his homeland and never returned to 
them. Instead, he spent the rest of his 
life among the natives of Tahiti, living 
in a sharp contract of unconventionality, 
and became famous as an artist. 

While the complete reversal of en- 
vironment and reaction in the last third 
of this individual’s life was unusual, 
cosmic science could have anticipated 
this ahead of time. If the original name 
as given at birth had been measured for 
undeveloped potentials, and these ten- 
dencies and desires compared with the 
numerals of the three Life Cycles, it 
could have been determined whether 
there was a likelihood of any period of 
the life offering to those qualities un- 
developed up to the years 48-53, suit- 
able environmental conditions in which 
they could fertilize. 

For the information of students, spe- 
cific data from the chart of Paul Gau- 
guin illustrating the value of a Life Cycle 
is, a Sub-conscious Dominant of 3, and 
a Third Life Cycle of 3 from 1948, pro- 
viding the opportunity and association 
fitted to free the dormant urges. 

In the everyday approach to this 
matter of different years of our lives 
bringing about great changes in oppor- 
tunity as well as in reaction, it is usually 
conceded that the years of the numer- 
ological Second Life Cycle, 25 to 50 
approximately, are the most outstanding 
in the matter of achievement; these are 
years in which, for most persons, the 
training received in the early environ- 
ment is developed into social, economic 
and productive experience, with physical 
and mental capacities at a peak. 

In some systems of numerological 
approach this common observation about 
the importance of the number appearing 
under the date of the day of the birth 
has been taken into such account that 
we find it highlighted as a major key to 
the character of the individual who was

Hopeful Cancer. 


ANSWER: At your birth, Uranus was 
opposed my your Venus and Moon in 
Leo in your eighth house, and now your 
progressed Sun in Leo approaches your 
Venus, at the present less than a de- 
gree from the exact conjunction. This 
points to the uncertainty in your affec- 
tional nature which you have experi- 
enced in the past, and are yet to experi- 
ence. You only realized the full extent 
of your love and concern for “Dee” after 
you had lost him, as you say, largely 
through your own act and desire at that 
particular time. And this uncertainty and 
sense of msecurity in relationships in 
general, and in marriage in particular, 
is borne out of Uranus’ transit through 
your seventh house of Gemini and Can- 
cer, in the recent past and for the next 
several years.

Please read, in 
our article appearing elsewhere in this 
issue, the story of “Laura and Tommy” 
and see how “Laura’’ found an outlet for 
her “tragic love experience” in writing 
poetry. It seems that you could so ex- 
press your feelings and experiences at 
this particular time. Don’t think particu- 
larly of the monetary angles. But Jupi- 
ter’s transit through your second house 
now should be helpful in that direction 
too. Only just don’t go too far in any 
direction, especially in regard to emo- 
tions, or be carried away by love, under 
Jupiter in opposition to your natal Moon 
and Venus, conjoining your own Uranus 
and Jupiter this year. 

Your friend “‘Dee” has Venus rising 
in Libra, with his progressed Mars com- 
ing to his Venus—no doubt a very charm- 
ing fellow. His natal Moon, and Andy’s 
also, is in Aquarius, first decanate, in 
the vicinity of your Uranus. Moon con- 
junct Uranus, from one chart to another, 
is not considered altogether stable or 
dependable, if it is security and perma- 
nent dependability in relationships you 
desire. And while Uranus transits your 
seventh house you probably won't find 
“security” and “dependability” in other 
people while you expect these traits. As 
long as you are self reliant and don’t 
depend too much upon others, you will 
be all right. But the moment you “give 
up all for love” or for one particular 
person, that person is apt to let you down 
suddenly, or in a way, you never con 
sciously anticipated. 

“Dee’s” progressed Moon has just 
passed over his Uranus in late Aquarius 
in his fifth house. He has probably experi- 
enced Some recent suprises. Moreover, his 
progressed Venus in Scorpio has passed 
from a square to his Jupiter in Leo, 
and will later square his Uranus in Aqua- 
rius in his fifth house of love and ro- 
mance. He evidently has some surprises 
in store in connection with loved ones 
or ehildren. While he may be a very 
interesting friend, his planetary setup 
does not favor “permanent love” right 
at this time, nor in the immediate fu- 
ture. This doesn’t have to mean divorce: 
but divorce is one possibility. However, 
this same uncertainty could apply to any 
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subsequent marriage he entered into in 
the near future, but not to the extent 
shown recently when progressed Moon 
was on his Uranus, widely squared by 
his progressed Venus in Scorpio. 

When Mars, the ruler of his seventh 
house, conjoins his rising Venus, the 
ruler of his Ascendant, he may marry 
again, if he is then free to do so. How- 
ever, this aspect is not exact for several 
years,.and by that time his progressed 
Venus will be well past the dangerous 
square to his Uranus—dangerous for 
dependability and security in emotional 
relationships, that is. 

There is evidence that you may marry 
more than once, as Gemini is on your 
seventh house cusp, and you have the 
three planets aforementioned in your 
seventh house of marriage. But your 
progressed Mars and Venus in Virgo 
have to pass the square to your Saturn, 
and that aspect calls for considerable 
denial and self sacrifice in love and mar- 
riage, as in dealings with other people 
in general. Your destiny is largely tied 
up with other people (the majority of 
planets are on the right hand side of 
your chart). Nevertheless you can build 
mental and spiritual security, as well as 
financial (Jupiter, your own chart’s ruler 
with Sagittarius rising, is placed in your 
second house, not far from your third 
house cusp). Why not make the best of 
what you now have, of your own life 
that is, and let things work themselves 
out in accordance with the laws of growth 
and unfoldment? With Venus opposi- 
tion Uranus, love can be a contrary god, 
eluding you when you pursue it, pursu- 
ing you when you elude. Be thankful 
at least that you have the capacity for it, 
and if it brings sacrifice and heartache 
in its wake, well, that is to be expected. 
Like everything else worthwhile, love 
has its price. 

Your husband’s progressed Sun is 
nearing his Jupiter in Capricorn in his 
solar second house, which planet is sex- 
tiled by his Venus and Mercury con- 
junction in Scorpio and opposed by his 
Mars and Neptune in Cancer. His prog- 
ressed Moon is in Taurus, in trine to his 
progressed Mercury and Venus in Cap- 
ricorn and approaching trine to his Jupi- 
ter. His financial outlook appears prom- 
ising. I have never known anyone to 
go bankrupt when progressed Sun was 
on Jupiter in Capricorn! It looks as 


though he should have opportunities to 
expand in business or -naterial ways in 
the coming three years. However, be- 
cause his natal Mars opposes his Jupiter, 
he will need to guard against any form 
of overdoing, over-spending, chancetak- 
ing—anything of an extreme nature, es- 
pecially in revard to finances and busi- 
ness.

ANSWER: Thanks for your kind 
words. With Scorpio rising, and with 
your Sun in Taurus in your seventh 
house, and Venus conjunct Mars in 
Gemini, and Jupiter also in Gemini, all 
in your seventh house, it seems that your 
life and experiences have settled largely 
around other people. “And a Gemini 
woman is the cause of it all.” You see, we 
have to introduce a little humor into the 
situation. It isn’t nearly as serious as 
you suspect, you know. 

To begin, your Venus, while conjoin- 
ing Mars (a very romantic contact) is 
square Saturn in Pisces in your fourth 
house, and that introduces the too-serious 
element. Saturn is moreover squared by 
Jupiter—you have had a heavy load to 
carry this life. Domestic factors, prob- 
lems of real estate, or relating to prop- 
erty, present difficulties. Yet—you would 
probably feel alone and lost without an 
anchorage or home of some sort—which 
accounts for your thinking of making a 
trip home to your mother.

11° 45’ Aquarius. The effects of the 
mundane direction Asc. prog. conjunct 
Mercury will therefore occur about 4 
years before the corresponding zodiacal 
direction, and about 11 years before the 
direction Asc. prog. conjunct Moon 
(mund.) despite the fact that the two 
bodies are in the same zodiacal degree. 

To put the matter briefly, although the 
Moon and Mercury are together in 17° 
53’ Aquarius, one is 4° 44’ south and the 
other 2° 52’ north of the ecliptic, so that, 
in geographic latitude 46° N., 

Moon rises with 29° 37’ Aquarius, 

souths with 19° 27’ Aquarius, 
and sets with 14° 58’ Aquarius. 

Mercury rises with 11° 45’ Aquarius, 

souths with 16° 59 Aquarius, 

and sets with 19° 32’ Aquarius. 
Even greater discrepancies occur in 
higher geographic latitudes, and to fa- 
miliarize themselves with the procedure, 
students are advised to try out several 
examples, using the data already given 
for this conjunction. 

The importance of all this cannot be 
too strongly stressed, for the fact that the 
great circles of the horizon and meridian 
form the cusps of the four cardinal 
houses necessitates proper consideration 
being given to the directing of celestial 
bodies to them, whether luminaries, plan- 
ets or stars. From their very nature one 
would expect such conjunctions to pro- 
duce powerful effects, and for this reason 
one dare not omit them when tabulating 
directions. Although in the past they have 
generally been included with “primary” 
directions to be resolved only by spherical 
trigonometry, they gan be used just as 
well in the day-to-the-year system of 
“secondary” directions, and as already 
demonstrated, they can be applied by sim- 
ple methods at the disposal of every stu- 
dent, mathematically inclined or not. 
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General Indications 


V4 HILE the great cyclic changes of 

June have actually taken place with the 
movement of Uranus into Cancer and 
Saturn into Virgo, July may see world 
plans, ventures, programs, decisions, 
spreading with intense force, permeating 
most surprising places, and put in oper- 
ation either by agreement or furious 
conflict as Venus, Mercury and Mars 
enter differerit signs and move into new 
alignments. Venus goes into Leo on the 
Ist. Mercury into Cancer on the 9th, 
Sun into Leo on the 22nd, Mars into 
Cancer on the 23rd; Mercury moves 
ahead into Leo on the 25th and Venus 
into Virgo on the 26th. These move- 
ments in space will result in five con- 
junctions, and each may be very signifi- 
cant in laying the groundwork or starting 
various financial, economic, political, 
educational (training, preparation in 
skills, science, art) trends. They show 
tremendous concentration of effort in 
manual labor, business and production, 
as well as cementing the beginnings of 
enormous hostility, divergencies, bitter 
attacks and assaults. 

Of most importance in these changing 
signs and consequent contacts will be 
the entry of Mercury and Mars into 
Cancer, where each will, immediately 
conjunct Uranus, Mercury on the 11th 
(after which it rushes into Leo and con- 
juncts the Sun on the 26th) while Mars 
conjoins Uranus on the 27th. This con- 
centration of mental and physical energy 
on the incalculable, teeming projections 


of Uranus could result in astonishing 
emergencies, differences, war talk or ac- 
tion, changes of opinion, leadership and

direction; also the implications of the 
spring equinox chart could be highly 
activated, at which time Mars was in the 
7th house. In itself Mercury in Cancer 
takes events and conditions in stride, 
soothes the disgruntled and smoothes out 
tangles. There is a large grasp of ideas, 
outlook, insight into methods and mo- 
tives, with possibly much intuition but a 
little slowness on the uptake, This posi- 
tion makes for good practical abilities in 
which rhythm and motion can lend glam- 
or and poetry. However, Mercury has 
some affinity with nerves, and together 
with Uranus can produce jitters, not to 
say vociferous clamor, riotous noises and 
explosions. Mars in Cancer is not so 
happy; here that planet is in its “fall” 
(opposite to exaltation in Capricorn), in- 
creasing the liability to nervousness as 
well as stomach ills. During this transit 
tempers are apt to rise suddenly and, with 
Uranus, outburst of fury, secret plotting, 
offensive acts and conflicts may cause 
breaches in foreign or domestic relations. 
Accidents and loss from air, fire, storms 
(at, in or on the water) are probable. 
Also there could be a fight against au- 
thority, with emotional headlines, broad- 
casts, news. 

From the Ist to the 16th of July Nep- 
tune could be an insidious influence with 
squares from the Sun and Mercury 
which would confuse any issue. . Also 
Jupiter might add a wasteful, negligent, 
unreliable trend from the Ist to 23rd. 
As Mars enters Cancer on the latter 
date and will oppose Jupiter on Aug. 
27th, finances in some form may grow 
in public interest during July and Au- 
gust. Discretion in money matters would 
certainly seem to be the better part in 
those months. This is indicated by long- 
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range cycles and-aspects, as the whole 
cardinal picture (Cancer, Libra, Capri- 
corn, Aries) points to the oncoming con- 
junction of Saturn to Neptune in Libra 
in 1952 and the square of Uranus to 
Neptune in 1954. In any case, conditions 
set in motion under these auspices could 
develop into great problems in the com- 
ing three or four years. 

Such beginnings could be a hook-up 
of unusual factors, world-wide and do- 
mestic, on the 11th when Mercury con- 
juncts Uranus, also a ratification or an- 
nouncement of changes -instigated in 
June and to be highly pressed by August. 
These appear to apply to money, assets, 
resources, both at home and in foreign 
affairs. A basic shift may occur in the 
U. S. The economic picture may present 
vastly different angles from those hither- 
to visioned; for instance, the question of 
housing could be the object of strife 
set in motion under these aspects. The 
second conjunction of the month is Venus 
to Pluto on the 14th; this might consoli- 
date widely various peoples or govern- 
ments, prepare for an armed peace or 
mask a heavy fist in that velvet glove. 
The third conjunction is Sun to Mer- 
cury on the 26th, and therefore brings 
into individual lives the pacts, agree- 
ments, decisions, moves, of the recent 
past, again emphasizing the financial side 
—wages, prices, income and costs from 
any source, particularly those related to 
international needs, loans, etc. The fourth 
is the drum-beat conjunction of Mars 
to Uranus on the 27th, which is more 
than apt to show up in violence over 
pre-determined matters; emotions can 
blaze over action taken by other nations. 
Explosions may rend those who tamper 
with danger. Nevertheless, control may 
be admirable, for Venus conjuncts Sat- 
turn on the 30th, which may bring the 
entire forces into an oreanized, working 
operation, with possible limitations, obli- 
gations, shortages, hard labors but great 
hope that ideals will be fulfilled. 


United States 


The Full Moon of Julv 10th falls 


from the 8th to 2nd houses in a chart 
for Washington, D. C. which foreshad- 
ows an accent on resources, position, 
career, finances fluid or frozen. As the 
Moon is conjunct a retrograde Jupiter 
there could be a strong pull toward con- 
servative action, especially in relation 


to foreign aid. Western Europe, Central 
and South America and even China may 
be affected with unusual problems. How- 
ever, the significance of the chart is 
shown by Mars rising in 21 degrees of 
Gemini, conjunct its own position in the 
U. 5. chart and square that of Uranus 
in the Great Mutation. Also, in this 
period Mars is parallel Uranus and Pluto, 
going to its farthest north declination by 
the 26th-27th when it is conjunct Uranus. 
All of this indicates that people gen- 
erally may be catapulted into conflicts 
as well as possible emergencies in the 
world scene. This is the more probable 
in that Mercury is also conjunct Uranus 
in the Ist house, so circumstances can 
be set in motion by leaders in foreign 
nations or at home, Uranus ruling both 
the 9th and 10th houses in this chart. 
Venus conjunct Pluto in the 3rd assists 
agreements, close relations, deals that in- 
volve prestige, binding and harmonious 
covenants, which should aid the U. S. 
in presenting a solid front with its affilia- 
tions and neighbors as a large turn is 
made under exciting conditions. Romance 
may grow swiftly through serious en- 
deavors and wide travel. Saturn in the 
4th stabilizes new developments. Nep- 
tune 1s in the 5th, but rules the 11th 
house; Congress may be far from its 
base, and as Neptune is square the Sun 
and Moon, artifice can be employed to 
further perfidious ends. 

The map of the New Moon on July 
25th has Scorpio rising with Mars con- 
junct Uranus, and Mercury conjunct 
Sun and Moon, all in the &th house. 
Venus is bound between Pluto and Sat- 
turn in the 9th, perhaps showing futile 
appeasement. Neptune in the 11th and 
Jupiter (retrograde and intercepted) in 
the 2nd are the only two planets to the 
East, and Jupiter the only one below 
the horizon; this country may be dancing 
to the tune of other nation’s with rather 
forlorn eyes on domestic affairs. Essen- 
tially a chart of endings and beginnings, 
the lunation and three planets in the 8th 
may bring an end to hopes, old methods, 
fundamental resources, to spectacular 
differences of opinion that lead to loss, 
separation. The beginnings might in- 
volve material resomrces, finances, loans, 
commitments, treaties, the movement of 
masses. The chart shows great working 
ability, skill in production, training and 
preparation of arduous creative labors 
and the execution of prodigious plans. 
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The death of noted persons may occur. 
Accidents may be fantastic and numer- 
ous. The Administration may have heavy 
burdens with peculiar opposition in rather 
amazing places. The basis for national 
action at this time may not be too sound ; 
sympathy should be beneficially directed 
by cool logic. All 6th house matters ap- 
pear to be focused abroad. Nevertheless 
as Venus conjuncts Saturn while sextile 
Mars and Uranus, those things that are 
decided, agreed, put in operation or be- 
gun at this New Moon and in the follow- 
ing week, have all the earmarks of seri- 
ous endeavors, devoted purpose, great 
capacity for labor, growth, patience, ex- 
pression of courage, service and ideals 
in spite of the most explosive outpour- 
ings and in the midst of sensational 
changes, 
Highlighted Areas 

Such far removed places as Alaska 
and Argentina, Egypt and Greece, may 
feel formidable tension among their own 
people and their reactions to international 
conditions through the movement of 
Uranus into Cancer and Saturn to Virgo, 
especially in the July aspects. Heavy bur- 
dens could now be imposed on the muta- 
ble sign (and nations with strong 
mutable accents) as Saturn with custom- 
ary thoroughness establishes some limi- 
tations in formal reorganization, method 
and system in government or national 
affairs, possibly with the usual Saturnine 
delays and difficulties. 

Furthermore, the terrestrial sensitive- 
ness to multiple forces link these same 
latitudes and longtitudes by powerful 
currents. The Mars-Uranus conjunction 
is on the MC at 30° East. The areas 
thru which this meridian runs are dy- 
namite-laden from the Finnish-Russian 
border at the north, down thru Lenin- 
grad, past the Roumanian border, into the 
Black Sea at Odessa, then thru Istanbul 
or the Bosphorus, across western Turkev 
into Egypt at Alexandria, then south 
thru the Sudan, and off into the Indian 
Ocean near Durban in Natal, Union of 
South Africa, where the bloody riots be- 
tween natives and Hindus occurred last 
January. The MC position of the ex- 
plosive Mars-Uranus conjunction on this 
meridian suggests autocratic moves or 
aggressive demands by governments, 
riots, uprisings, possible assassinations, 
or sudden shifts in governing personnel. 
Western. India receives the same kind of 


emphasis at the Mercury-Uranus con- 
junction of the 11th, altho the Mars- 
Uranus conjunction is much the more 
potentially dangerous of the two. 

Alaska and the Hawaiian Islands and 
the section of the Pacific in between are 
spotlighted by the position of the Mars- 
Uranus conjunction on the nadir; the 
Mercury-Uranus conjunction also touches 
these areas. Fires, explosions, violent 
storms, seismic disturbances, shipping 
disasters, are possible developments. 

The: Rocky Mountains states are sin- 
gled out by the position of Mercury- 
Uranus conjunction on the nadir on the 
104th meridian of West Longitude ; un- 
usual weather conditions, transportation 
difficulties, fires, are possibilities. The 
Middle West is again marked out sig- 
nificantly by the Ascendant position of 
the Mars-Uranus conjunction of the 
27th, which rises at localities on an angle 
running from 108° West at 60° North 
Latitude to 59° West at the equator, 
then back to 108° West at 60° South. 
This takes in Manitoba, Canada, north- 
ern Minnesota, Chicago, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, western Tennessee, Georgia, thru 
the Carribean Islands into Venezuela, 
then back across Braziland Peru. Strikes, 
violent action, bitter quarrels, accidents, 
headlong undertakings, wild emotional 
response, are suggested. 

Japan, the Philippines, Dutch East In- 
dies and central Australia are empha- 
sized by Mars-Uranus at the Descendent. 
People here are very likely to feel pushed 
around, and perhaps rightly so, for the 
7th house position of these two planets 
carries with it the possibility of at- 
tacks and impossible demands, Lines of 
communications between any of these 
points can be surprisingly vital now or 
in the coming two years, involving dip- 
lomacy, intrigue or worse. Also the 
possibility of destructive tidal waves or 
other natural disasters cannot be over- 
looked. 

The destructive aspects of these two 
conjunctions have been stressed since 
mundanely they most often work out 
that way. However, they can measure 
also to explorations, new scientific. de- 
velopments or the announcements of new 


findings. 
Alaska 


The recent emphasis on military train- 
ing and various maneuvers in Alaska 
points up interesting current transits for 
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that territory and possible decisions in 
the not-too-distant future. Alaska was 
purchased from Russia in 1867 and at 
that time Neptune was in Aries while 
Uranus was in close square to Neptune 
from Cancer, to which it has now re- 
turned. Also Saturn was in Scorpio 
square Jupiter in Aquarius. As Uranus 
again travels through this cardinal, 
watery sign, activating the original 
square to Neptune, the imminence of 
change and upheaval in that territory 
should not be minimized, especially as 
Neptune is now at the degree of the 
cross-aspect and opposite its natal posi- 
tion. Further, an eclipse of the Moon on 
April 12th; and an eclipse of the Sun 
on Oct. 21st (1949) might stir up a 
fighting spirit as well as a determined 
effort to achieve more influence in gov- 
ernmental circles; probably a vital move 
toward statehood will go forward. How- 
ever, the Neptune influence could bear 
watching for Alaska, in line with north- 
ern Asia, is one of the key places on the 
map where the U.S.S.R. feels it “be- 
longs,” and Russia could well have a 
foothold in sections that would be sur- 
prising and perhaps devastating. In any 
case, the present transit of Uranus in 
Cancer can exhibit stress in the midst 
of great changes, and July is apt to bring 
some effects to the surface, possibly cen- 
tering around the Full Moon of the 10th, 
with the Sun and Mercury square Nep- 
tune on the 4th and 16th, while Mer- 
cury conjoins Uranus on the 11th. 


Argentina 


Argentina has Mercury, Venus and 
Sun in Cancer. Apparently, Senor Peron 
(inaugurated June 4, 1946) is neatly en- 
sconced in power as all the planets, Sun 
and Moon at his inauguration are lo- 
cated ina notable trine between the Sun 
at 12° Gemini and Jupiter in Libra. 
Nevertheless, in due course he, his ad- 
herents and his people generally may 
face definite crises and decision that 
would, perhaps slowly, divest him of 
his present authority. It appears that 
pressures might be placed on very large 
but somewhat obscure financial transac- 
tions; even by August difficulties and 
losses involving foreign nations as well 
‘as his own prestige might hint at closing 
doors. Argentina can draw on the whole 
worl] for economic give and take, but 
the question of finances, loans, prices, 
liquid or frozen assets for earnings or 


goods, seems to rest on hidden or remote 
sources ; perhaps presently too intangible 
and fluidic. 

Greece 


Prince Paul became King on Apr. 1, 
1947. The Sun was in Aries opposing 
Neptune in Libra, and Venus, Mercury, 
Mars in Pisces, the latter two squaring 
Uranus in Gemini. Mars in this chart 
is on Uranus in the Great Mutation 
chart (which applies to world condi- 
tions), while Uranus is close to Mars in 
the U. S. chart. These would seem then 
to be the influences under which Greek 
leadership and labors would be implicit 
in the Western Alliance, and sould touch 
on the fighting spirit of the U. S. Thus, 
Greece may continue to be a springboard 
to action and the center of controversy 
with the name degrees activated by fiery, 
masculine planets in the above charts; at 
least, the same pressures could bring 
strain, violence, depression and a great 
change of direction in the next two years. 
With the Saturn influence added it may 
seem a plodding course for many na- 
tions, the present hidden in fog, snares, 
uncertainties, and the future uncharted, 
but one that effective work could turn 
toward brilliant accomplisment in the 
next several years. 


Egypt 

The Egyptian chart of Feb. 28. 1922 
is highly mutable with other nations ap- 
parently shaping the destiny of its fu- 
ture. Here the heads of Administration, 
the leaders of the various factors and the 
people generally may not extend the 
initiative or power that they could exert. 
Nevertheless, the Saturn transit of Virgo 
may affect that country by restrictions, 
limitations and financial emergencies that 
may be difficult to adjust. In these mat- 
ters July could see the groundwork laid 
for accelerated action later. Egypt has 
rather subtle lines going out to Spain on 
one hand, and to the East into Ceylon 
and perhaps as far as Australia on the 
other. Within the coming year Egypt 
will have a progressed New Moon in 
Aries opposed to Saturn in Libra; Nep- 
tune will conjunct the natal and prog- 
ressed Jupiter whilg Uranus in Cancer 
comes to a square of both the Aries and 
Libra degrees, forecasting changes in 
that country before some two or three 
years with political losses plus surprising 
leadership, perhaps coming from the 
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people but directed and manipulated from 
afar, or by sources in other countries. 
With the signing of the North Atlantic 
Treaty at Washington on April 4, 1949 
and the pledges contained therein (the 
most important of which is that each 
member would come to the aid of the 
other in the event of armed attack), the 
movement of Uranus in Cancer may 
foreshadow disquieting assumptions, if 
not sensational developments. And these 
could have a startling turn in July when 
Sun, Mercury, Mars touch at vital degrees 
—such as conjunctions with Uranus.® 
A tremendous lot of meaning could be 
deduced from the mobility of this muta- 
ble chart, the great activity and practical 
militant vigor of Mercury, the Aries 
urge to pioneering by masses of people 
and leaders, the ttansit of Neptune in 
Libra, which of itself is apt to confuse 
and weaken world relationships in spite 
of keeping alight the ideal of One World, 
and the enormous significance of money 
in some form (loans, material for eco- 
nomic or military reasons, resources of 
all kinds together with distribution and 
communications ). So now with the July- 
Cancer emphasis, which can grow into a 
more intense, sudden and possibly dis- 
ruptive pattern in the coming four years 
as Uranus comes to a square of Neptune 
in 1954, the changes and emergencies 
may already heave into view. In the 
Washington chart this might be Con- 
gressional refusal to vote stipulated 
amounts or according to Administration 
requests. In any case, it will take time, 
study, extraordinary nerve control, per- 
sistent and determined labors, to bring 
wide groups of people into a thinking, 
acting, cooperating whole that a forward 
global move requires. This mutable chart 
has Sagittarius on the IC with the ruler, 
Jupiter, in the last degree of Capricorn 
in the 5th house, quincunx both the 10th 
house Uranus and 12th house Saturn. 
Here, again, there is a hint of weakness 
with finance and business as Jupiter has 
no great power in the 29th degree, while 
gambling proclivities may be _ severe 
stumbling blocks. Furthermore, it will 
shortly retrograde, and by the time it 
reaches this degree again some essential 
changes may be made in basic operations 
as far -as intentions and execution of 
financial assistance is concerned.

born on such a day. One of the most 
authentic and best known systems of 
Number symbolism that makes much of 
this day number with excellent results, 
is the System of the Magi. The interpre- 
tations of the different numerals appear- 
ing under the day of the birth continue 
today to crop out in the many numer- 
ological writings and teachings. 

However, in the author’s research 
and practice, the numbers of the birth- 
date do not create or basically measure 
individual character and temperament. 
It is admitted that there is an appear- 
ance or obvious element gathered by the 
individual through dealing with the re- 
peated type of association indicated as 
predominant in his Second Life Cycle 
(the date of birth), and to the casual 
observer, this developing trend of man- 
ner and method can easily be mistaken 
for essential character. 

The exception would be where the 
birthdate or the sum of the birthdate is

a process by which latent or formerly 
undeveloped tendencies are released, and 
by which in some instances new char- 
acteristics are born. 

With the broad value of the Path of 
Life understood as the main purpose 
and the destination in self development 
to which the individual is progressing 
according to Universal Law, Jit is possible 
to explain the First, Second and Third 
Life Cycles as revealing, in closer per- 
spective, the individuals, places and 
situations which appear as the instru- 
ments of achieving this progress in 
youth, during middle life, and in the 
later years.

Marriage, new business offers, promo- 
tion on a job, the possibility of winning 
legal cases, the opportunity to meet new 
people, are emphasized now and especial- 
ly after Jupiter turns direct on Sept. 
18th. 
Finances mainly are stressed from 
Nov. 30, 1949 to Apr. 15, 1950 and again 
in the fall of 1950. This can coincide 
with a period when you or a partner earn 
more, gain thru legal action, insurance, 
inheritance, sale of property, or indirect- 
ly thru a lessening of obligations. It is a 
good time to seek ‘bac king for a business, 
refunds, loans or financing of any kind. 
From another standpoint, it is a time 
when you can find within yourself or 
within a body of dogma or philosophy 
the answer to spiritual or psychological 
problems and thus discover the firm inner 
rock to stand on that you need now and 
during the coming few years, January 
and February are particularly empha- 
sized in this connection. 

Jupiter’s excursion into your 9th house 
(from April 15th to Sept. 15, 1950), 
to which it returns in 1951 is an invita- 
tion to spread out, to travel literally or 
to travel new mental realms thru teading, 
lectures, concerts, study courses, teach- 
ing, anything that stimulates the mind or 
cultural appreciation. This period, par- 
ticularly from Apr. 15, 1950 to June 
26th, is exceptionally favorable for sub- 
mitting material to publishers or agents, 
or obtaining work in the publishing, ad- 
vertising, long-distance transportation or 
educational fields. 

Neptune 

Your ability to ride out the stormy sea 
of Uranus’ transit of your Sun rests 
ultimately on the degree of self aware- 
ness and integrity you have been able to 
maintain since 1942 when Neptune en- 
tered your solar 4th house to square your 
Sun. Neptune remains in this house un- 
til about 1956, and between now and 
then will be acutely stimulated—in fact, 
this year (and until the end of 1950) is 
about the only time left for you to de- 
velop the three qualities absolutely neces- 
sary to handle yourself and situations 


competently under an afflicting Neptune 
—objectivity, impersonality and logic un- 
tinged with emotion. Make a real effort 
toward this end from December to mid- 
April, when basic weaknesses may be ex- 
posed, but the material to strengthen 
inner defenses is also present. 

The trouble is that before a situation 
(psychological or otherwise) can be rec- 
tified, it has to be recognized, and it’s 
not easy, especially for you, to become 
aware of Neptune’s subtle handiwork. 
The most obvious reaction (obvious to 
other people, that is) is that you think 
what you want to think about people, 
situations, things, even tho your view is 
totally at variance with facts that are as 
plain as the nose on your face to anyone 
else—it’s a form of self-hypnosis which 
leaves the onlooker completely at a loss 
before its colossal illogic. That’s not so 
bad, if the onlooker is honest or has your 
interests at heart; but it leaves you wide 
open to fourflushers, “con” men, high pres- 
sure salesmen, grasping members of the 
family, dishonest people of all kinds who 
play upon your weakness, or what might 
better still be called your inner “dishon- 
esty” which is the monstrous offspring of 
a vast insecurity, sired by Neptune. 

For deep insecurity is at the root of 
all the deception—self or otherwise— 
associated with this transit, and the ter- 
rible necessity during the coming few 
years, more than at any time since 
1944-46, is for knowledge of and faith 
in self. The deepest levels of your being 
are questioned—the principles you've al- 
ways accepted, the rules of ethics you’ve 
lived by, the unconscious heritage trans- 
mitted by your forefathers. Once inse- 
curity burrows so deeply, you ave wide 
open, apt to accept collective generaliza- 
tions unthinkingly, or worse still, to live 
your life by shibboleths: always emo- 
tional, now sheer sentimentality can hold 
you in martyrdom, or lead you to walk 
willingly into deception. The trouble is 
that you try to be true to everything ex- 
cept yourself, and this can only lead 
ultimately to being true to nothing. 

Strengthen your resolve to analyze 
situations objectively, to refrain from 
making moves that involve basic family, 
domestic or business security or set-ups, 
to stay clear of confused family situa- 
tions, to mistrust your own emotions and 
judgment near July 4th, 16th; Aug. 11th, 
3ist; Sept. 10th, Oct. 8th, 25th; Dec. 
22nd; Jan. 8th; April 6th, May 19th. 
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Pian of Action 

This year, even more than most years, 
you should have a general plan laid out 
in advance. Don’t try to outline a cut and 
dried schedule of action—a loose pro- 
gram aimed for a definite goal will suf- 
fice and permit you the flexibility you 
need to take full advantage of the year’s 
chances. New action should be started 
after July 27th, in August or early Sep- 
tember, if possible. Don’t try to move or 
expand too rapidly; the more care you 
give to details during November and 
December, the less you are apt to have 
to.go back next April and May to cor- 
rect errors, omissions, oversights. Janu- 
ary will probably see you as far along 
with plans as you will get before your 
birthday in 1950; not that you'll feel 
this to be true in January—you may be 
riding high, all too ready to take on 
more, or worse still, to take on some- 
thing entirely new. Mars retrogrades 
from Feb. 12th to May 3rd, in adverse 
aspect to your Sun, and the urge to cut 
loose will be strong, so strong that al- 
most anything will seem better than what 
you have but it will only seem so, as you 
will find out if you follow the urge. Hold 
to the general path you started out on 
until late May and June. 


" JULY: Move slowly this month, 
watching carefully what is happening 
about you and taking time to interpret 
the meaning of events and the motives 
behind others’ actions. If you’re plan- 
ning on making changes, putting new 
systems or ideas into operation, defer 
actual moves until the end of the month, 
taking the first three weeks for prepara- 
tion, gathering information, investigating 
possibilities or people, credit, etc., put- 
ting the finishing touches on creative 
work, getting needed physical rest before 
tackling new activities. Health may be a 
preoccupation in any case; you may be 
under par, nervous, tense with uncer- 
tainty, or the health question of others 
about you may cause worry or curtail 
your outside activities, The 4th and 15th 
bring up domestic problems; divided 
loyalty distorts vision, plays havoc with 
your emotions; protect family, property, 
physical, security. The 11th can see sud- 
den developments, news, visitors, which 
begin to make clearer things that have 
occurred during the past month. Move 
carefully from the 15th thru 23rd when 
your inclination (or that of a partner) 


is to go overboard emotionally, finan- 
cially or with overambitious plans. It’s 
best to wait and see what happens on the 
late 26th-27th when sudden and wholly 
unexpected action can occur. Take pre- 
caution against accidents, arguments, 
speed, violence; at the same time, be on 
the alert to grasp a sudden personal op- 
pertunity, and get busy immediately on 
the 28th-30th to conclude agreements in 
writing, clear up all details, push ar- 
rangements thru to a fast finish. 
AUGUST: This is the month to 
start action in business, to get set in a 
new job, form new relationships, put per- 
sonal plans into action. The little details 
that so often can hold up plans or cause 
extra annoyance should fall nicely into 
place and people around should be co- 
operative, ready to go out of their way 
to help. Be wary of the 11th-13th; you 
can get caught in a quagmire of senti- 
mentality, poor judgment, unsound prop- 
erty or business moves—rock-bottom se- 
curity can be endangered or family soli- 
darity undermined. However, aside from 
these days, and the 26th-27th and 31st 
when you can jump too fast for your 
own good, August is a favorable month, 
for vacations to nearby resorts, visits, etc. 
SEPTEMBER: Take early Sept. to 
get terms defined, agreements concluded, 
being careful near the 8th-10th that you 
know exactly what you’re doing, how 
much you're taking on, and be sure that 
others around you are equally well in- 
formed and are dealing in facts, not 
fancies. Finances become increasingly 
important this month, both from the 
angle of what’s coming in, what you 
need to finance plans, what is going out 
and for what. The 14th to 20th can see 
important developments; news you've 
been waiting for may, come thru, con- 
tracts be signed, offers be made on a 
definitive basis, and so on. New develop- 
ments which may have been moving 
slowly can take a turn for the better; 
proposals which have dangled may be 
put in concrete form; a new association 
formed (personal or business) has happy 
prospects. Handle as much important 
business, personal arrangements, plans 
for self or children, domestic questions, 
as possible during this period ,14th- 
20th), for no new action should be at- 
tempted. All issues involving family, prop- 
erty, job, basic business arrangements, 
should be deferred until mid-October. 
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OCTOBER: Determine to hold steady 
during the first two weeks of this month, 
even if others about you or in the family 
are jittery and push for action 0. your 
part; watch this especially near ‘the 3rd, 
8th, 9th, and again on the 16th-17th. 
Developments on the first dates are not 
to be trusted, so that if you make finan- 
cial moves or commitments near the 5th 
on the basis of what you think, hear or 
have been led to believe, you're liable to 
find yourself out on a limb, and since 
the eclipse of the 6th is in your 10th 
house, your prestige, reputation, busi- 
ness standing may be affected also. Sit 
tight and say nothing—let others be dar- 
ing (16th-17th) while you protect security 
and get a line on what is happening. The 
latter part of October should be extreme- 
ly. productive from a purely practical 
viewpoint; push thru financial arrange- 
ments, salary adjustments, purchases, 
leases, job changes; establish new rou- 
tines, attend to health questions. 

NOVEMBER: This is a busy month; 
your hands may be tied on larger issues 
by a “million and one” details to be 
taken care of, or by many interruptions, 
with a certain amount of loss of energy 
because of interest being divided in too 
many directions. For those with serious 
plans on the fire, it should be a time of 
preparation, gathering all the loose ends 
together, seeing people, placing orders, 
and so on. For others, the month is quite 
social; invitations should abound, and 
you may be drawn into more than a 
usual amount of activity in your neigh- 
borhood either thru your own or neigh- 
bors’ incentives or thru children’s inter- 
ests. There is also the hint of romance 
in the air. Neighborhood facilities may 
also prove to be best after all for holi- 
day shopping this year. The climax of 
the burden of details comes near the 
30th, when you can make a mountain of 
worry out of a molehill of reality. News 
may not be very bright around this time, 
but don’t magnify it. However, it would 
be wise to take extra precaution against 
falls, traffic accidents, losses on trains, 
buses, etc. 

DECEMBER: The general focus of 
interest and energy is much the same as 
Nov. It is possible that your own health 
or that of others near you may cause 
concern or extra work. Don’t neglect 
colds, and if you have to take on the 
duty of nursing others, or addine their 


work to your own because of their ill- 
ness, try to get a sufficient amount of 
rest to insure your own well being, espe- 
cially near the Ist, 4th, 5th, 11th, 19th. 
Worry, or at least a very sober attitude, 
dominates the month; the health question 
could be aggravated by labor problems, 
disagreeable situations with co-workers, 
employers or employees, troublesome up- 
sets due to breakdown of equipment or 
rows with landlords, mistakes in de- 
liveries, and so on. The bright spot is 
the possibility of more income, larger 
sales, a big bonus. Pour oil on troubled 
waters on Christmas Eve when situations 
may be tense. 


JANUARY-FEBRUARY: Patience, 
caution, steadiness of purpose are called 
for immediately in the New Year (Ist- 
3rd) as personality clashes threaten 
family relationships, carelessness en- 
dangers property or personal safety; 
rash or sudden decisions can lead to loss 
of security, abandonment of plans, sud- 
den employment or geographical moves, 
break-ups in families. Restrain yourself, 
even if at the moment you feel that you 
don’t give a hang. You’re going to have 
to meet this type of almost uncontrollable 
urge within yourself (or sudden, vio- 
lent situations with other people or cit 
cumstances) off and on during Uranus’s 
seven-year transit of Cancer, and you 
might as well start learning now. for 
otherwise you can get yourself into an 
awful lot of hot water that’s a lot harder 
to get out of than it was to get in. This 
same aspect (Mars square Uranus) oc- 
curs again on March 25th and on June 
23rd-24th, so watch developments ob- 
jectively near Jan. Ist-3rd to have an 
idea of what to expect. From Jan. 8th 
on, January and February present an 
unbroken picture of ease, altho it is en- 
tirely possible that these two months will 
add up to very little so far as actual 
progress goes, particularly in a business 
way or where personal plans denend to 
any extent on the outside world The ex- 
ception is probably in the field of cre- 
ative work, which should proceed arace ; 
socially also, prospects are excellent. 
This is the danger period so far as the 
minor activity cycle is concerned, the 
time when it is too easy to bite off more 
than you can chew, when the urge to 
change makes a new offer appear more 
attractive than it really is. Hold to your 
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previous plans, or to a line of activity 
already started, refusing to push or be 
pushed ahead faster than is “healthy.” 
Enjoy the ease of these months and the 
time to renew acquaintance with your- 
self, to bask in the new harmony within 
the family, taking time to cement rela- 
tionships so that they will withstand the 
uproar of the March and June squares. 

MARCH: The general indications 
and warnings against change or aban- 
donment of plans continue, in fact, are 
terrifically emphasized from the 22nd 
thru 28th. These are the most dangerous 
days of the retrograde Mars period, and 
there is more involved here than there 
was at the time of the Mars-square- 
Uranus Jan. 1st-3rd, for your relations 
outside the home, your professional se- 
curity and reputation, as well as family 
or other personal relationships are now 
dependent on the wisdom of your de- 
cisions and your ability to hold emotional 
judgments or actions in check. Once 
again, we emphasize that it may be other 
people or situations that seem to force 
you into hurried action, or that rashness 
or irresponsibility on the part of others 
may endanger your position. About the 
only thing you can do is to have a set 
course and stick stubbornly to it. Early 
March, in contrast, is quite favorable. 
Finances particularly should show an 
improvement, and transactions or agree- 
ments that may have been dragging 
along should go thru now with profit to 
you, especially around the Ist and 7th; 
these are good days to sue for agree- 
ment, sales or increases. Personal pro- 
jects which have slowed down also pick 
up again after the 9th. 

APRIL: If you weathered the high 
seas of late March safely, April should 
be fair sailing. The 4th 1s another ex- 
cellent financial day; this could see set- 
tlement of legal or insurance case. in 
your favor, inheritance, a gift, winning, 
or benefit thru a partner’s increased in- 
come. Prestige should remain high, and 
be in essence a reward for your stability. 
Social activities may be heavily increased, 
both those that are so much a part of 
your life that you don’t think of them 
as “social” and those less frequent ex- 
cursions that rate the name. The hither- 
and-thither, type of scattering activity 
that characterized last November may 
again be in evidence. It is also possible 
too that where serious work was started 


then, much re-working will be needed; 
in some cases, there may be more worry 
than the situation calls for. There is the 
need, however, thruout April, to protect 
family health, property, security, and to 
take a non-sentimental view of develop- 
ments in this sphere (eclipse in the 4th 
house on Apr. 2nd). 

MAY: May continues in much the 
same vein as April, with a heavy em- 
Phasis on relationships, neighborhood ac- 
tivities, preparations for plans for the 
summer or longer-range plans to be put 
into effect next month, visits, trips, 
school arrangements, etc. There is again 
the possibility that there will be more 
flurry than accomplishment, more talk 
than work, plenty of interruptions, but 
with all this, a general pleasantness per- 
vades the scene. You should be in favor 
with bosses, or with people in general, 
that is, if you don’t make unreasonable 
demands or take too much for granted 
near the 8th. This would be a nice month 
for a Cancer wedding and honeymoon 
trip. Travel in general is favored; it is 
also a good time to send material to pub- 
lishers, to send in applications, or make 
any of the preliminary arrangements 
that might lead to a change or career 
development within the next month or 
so. Major moves are not likely, nor 
should final decisions be made, between 
the 3rd and 27th. 

JUNE: Make all last-minute ar- 
rangements for plans, have detail? all in 
order, everything as foolproof as pos- 
sible, between the Ist and 15th. Go back 
over the developments since last fall and 
try to see where improvements can be 
made, mistakes avoided, the way eased, 
for you get off in earnest late in the 
month under conditions that call for a 
maximum of emotional and mental sta- 
bility and firmness of purpose. Every- 
thing is in your favor early in the month. 
The 23rd thru 29th, on the other hand, 
offer plenty of chances to make mistakes ; 
this is another Mars-square-Uranus peri- 
od ; this time the onus of carrying safely 
thru rests squarely on you, for you are 
the one who is likely to act or to precipi- 
tate situations; you can take the bit -n 
your teeth here and run right away with 
yourself. Count the consequences, for 
your prospects are exceptionally Sine for 
the rest of the year, too good to be thrown 
away in a fit of anger, out of spite, or 
thru reckless disregard for security.

allel to Mars on the 3rd, a square to 
Neptune on the 4th—this square coming 
as it does on the holiday suggests that 
unusual caution be used in swimming, 
boating, diving, ‘etc. and that assurance 
of the sanitary condition of food, water 
and milk is doubly important; a parallel 
to Mercury on the 9th; a parallel to 
Jupiter on the 18th, followed by the op- 
position to Jupiter on the 20th; and a 
superior conjunction with Mercury in 
3° 31’ Leo at 4:19 p.m.

Mercury 


Mercury transits from 17° 24’ Gemini 
to 14° 28’ Leo, entering Cancer at 10:20 
p.m. EST on the 9th, and entering Leo 
at 0:20 a.m. EST on the 25th. Mercury 
completes five major aspects and three 
parallels during the month. Parallels to 
Jupiter and to Venus occur on the 3rd 
and 4th respectively.

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Market Perspective 


July, 1949 


R ENEWED strength in prices, due to 
appear in the last half of June, is ex- 
pected to accelerate this month. Cyclical 
factors point to bullish or upward trend 
conditions in stock market activity domi- 
nating the first half of this month. From 
approximately July 11th, however, re- 
sistance to the advance can be expected 
to become apparent; and another zone 
of steadily increasing selling pressure 
ensue, which results in the extreme highs 
being made between July 18th and 25th. 
The peak will be dependent on the 
extent of the increase in liquidation. 
Cyclically early, the 25th is the logical 
peak. Enough elements are in force 
though to mark the extreme highs in the 
preceding week, and from July 25th a 
downward trend becomes confirmed. 

In commodity futures the first broad 
downward phase of the post-war decline 
is marked between November 1947. and 
March 1949. The first secondary correc- 
tion movement, or intermediate upward 
trend, appears to be in force between 
March and October of this. year. In this 
zone the broad number of diversified 
commodities, including raw and pro- 
cessed materials, are due for some form 
of upward trend correction. Leading 
these movements are the grains as a rule. 
Their extreme peaks of correction are 
probable this month, with July 11th to 
16th marking the probable extreme peak 
levels. . 

This entire area of the spring and 
summer of this year appears to mark an 
unusually critical zone of trend decision 
in modern capital markets. The tradition 
has become established, particularly since 
the security prices lows of 1897 and the 
subsequent. world-wide distribution of 
American productivity and credit, that a 
normal growth pattern has been formed. 
This tradition achieved its greatest mo- 
mentum during the 1920's. It came under 
dubious scrutiny in the early 1930’s but 
it was revived during World War II. 
Now however it is coming under serious 
doubt again. Private capital, assailed by 
the inroads of collectivist ideologies and 
confiscatory taxation, has diminishing 
confidence..in the incentives which ex-

panded private capital and enterprise. 
The details of the situation are so broad- 
ly enmeshed in both social and economic 
factors that an intensive review is im- 
possible here. Translated into markets 
though, the situation can be grasped 
readily. When a price-range chart of 
security prices from 1897 to 1949 is ex- 
amined the basic expanding trend is ap- 
parent. If this expanding trend is as- 
sured, the 1946 high would have been 
between 275 and 300 on the Industrials 
instead of 212. Thus a triangulation was 
formed, marked overhead by the 1929 
and 1946 highs, and underside by the 
1932 and 1942 lows. The apex is being 
approached now. A concise upside pene- 
tration of 202-210 this year would re- 
affirm the capital structure confidence, 
and presage 275 to 300 on the Industri- 
als. However, failure to penetrate 202- 
210, pointed out here almost a year ago, 
would be ominous on long trend pros- 
pects. This ominous implication would 
be confirmed if expanding weakness then 
developed which brought closes -below 
the 172-175 level of the Industrials dur- 
ing the last half of this year. The impli- 
cation would be that our national normal- 
ly expanding capital structure reversed 
its trend in 1929 and points downward, 
marked by secondary correction highs of 
1937 and 1946. 

Thus the technical crisis is confirming 
the cyclical crisis which is timed by the 
Uranus Cycle of about 84 years. In brief, 
its historical pattern has been: 1607 to 
1691—the primitive era of exploration 
and settlement ; 1691 to 1775—the era of 
Colonialism ; 1775 to 1859—revolt against 
mercantilist colonialism to national in- 
dependence and agrarian precepts; 1859 
to 1943—revolt against property rights 
and agrarianism to industrial capitalism 
and federalism; from 1943—rising re- 
volt against capitalism toward collectivism 
and minimum guaranteed security. The 
question is whetherethis collectivism can 
be mated to capitalism in actual practice 
rather than theory. This appears as the 
zone of great decision involving capital 
markets-in these months.
